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Castro to benefit from DPW initiatives

J ust listening to Mark 
Primeau, director of San 
Francisco’s Department of 
Public Works (DPW), is enough 
to make a person want to grab a 
broom, get a trash bag, and help 
keep the city litter-free. The 
openly gay Primeau is passionate 
about the beauty of San Francis¬ 
co, and if the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors approves all his department’s 
proposed initiatives as expected, 
he says the Castro will be one of 
the neighborhoods to benefit from 
a rejuvenated effort to get the city 
cleaned up and keep it that way. 

Last week, Primeau was at the 
Harvey Milk Plaza outlining a 
variety of street cleaning pro¬ 
grams that have already start¬ 
ed, including the regular 
use of one of the 12 
“Green Machines,” nifty 
specialized sidewalk vac¬ 
uum cleaners that the city bought 
for about $25,000 each. More than

Assemblywoman 
Migden turns 2!

C arole Migden marks the second an¬ 
niversary of taking state office today 
(Thursday, March 26). By all accounts 
there is a great deal to celebrate. 
Capitol veterans, from professional staff 
to clericals, agree that Migden is the first leg¬ 
islator in years who is capable of carrying the 
eclectic and extensive legislative package she 
has produced, a list that would be daunting 
to even a seasoned legislator. [See “Carole 
Migden: Legislative package 1997-98,” page 
20.] Dan Reeves, professional staff in the 
Legislature for years and now Migden’s chief 
of staff, said, “She is an incredibly hard¬ 
working legislator. I’ve only seen one other 
person capable of understanding the nu¬ 
ances of all the diverse issues she handles. 
She’s tackling the projects of the day. She is 
really dedicated to the concept that all Cali¬ 
fornians should share in prosperity and have 
good jobs. She’s interested in things like 
making sure that community colleges are ac¬ 
cessible to people in the trades. She’s carry¬ 
ing the people’s issues, and she loves having 
a say in making these things happen. She’s a 
true generalist and a ferocious fighter for the 
things she believes in.” 

Migden grew up in Yonkers, north of 
New York City, in a Jewish/Christian house¬ 
hold with her sister and brother, cared for by 
a stay-at-home mom. Her father was a Cer¬ 
tified Public Accountant, and although 
Migden says the family was definitely not 
political, she began to think progressively. 
Her later work as a mental health profes¬ 
sional and healthcare administrator honed 
her insights to the systems’ shortcomings, 
and her tenure as a San Francisco supervi-

CCP board votes to keep Fallon Building

I t was almost a lovefest among preserva¬ 
tionists and board members of the Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Com¬ 
munity Center Project (CCP) at the 
board’s March 18 meeting; directors voted 
unanimously to rescind their September 1997 
resolution condemning the 104-year-old 
Queen Anne Victorian to demolition, and 
heard one fervent supporter of the Fallon 
Building publicly apologize for previous state¬ 
ments — and even offer his own historic Vic¬ 
torian home for a fundraiser for the center. 

Under the resolution, the CCP board will 
not seek to demolish the Fallon Building, but 
will incorporate the building in the event the 
community center is built at the 1800 Market 
Street site, in conformance with a revised fea¬ 
sibility study that preservationist architect Jay 
Turnbull did earlier this year. The CCP board 
will also investigate available alternatives for 
financing the approximately $500,000 neces¬ 
sary to reuse the Fallon Building.

W histles, self-defense classes, edu¬ 
cation, and incident reporting: 
those were the four dominant 
themes at a forum called by San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisor Tom Ammiano last 
Saturday, March 21 as close to 100 
community members gathered in the 
aftermath of the fatal attack on city 
resident Brian Wilmes. Representatives 
from the hate crimes units at the po¬ 
lice department and district attorney’s 
office were on hand, as was District At¬ 
torney Terence Hallinan, who will be 
the lead prosecutor against suspect 
Edgar Mora, who has been arrested in 
the attack on Wilmes. 

Fittingly, Ammiano started off the 
afternoon forum with a moment of si¬ 
lence for Wilmes. He also praised 
Michael Gillespie, the homeless man 
who gave police the license number 
that led to Mora’s arrest. “He didn’t

Castro Fair 
hearing this morning

street-permit hearing this 
1J| morning (Thursday, March 
26) at the San Francisco 
Department of Parking and Traf¬ 
fic (DPT) will determine the fate 
of this year’s controversy-3ridden 
Castro Street Fair. A mediation 
session that took place 10 days 
ago might have put to rest any se¬ 
rious debate over the fair’s taking 
place, but instead withered and 
died after parties either for or 
against reforming the fair’s orga¬ 
nizational structure failed to see 
eye to eye on much of anything. 

“There was agreement on 
some points [during the media¬ 
tion session], and disagreements 
on others,” said mediator Larry 
Brinken of the Human Rights 
Campaign. “It didn’t resolve all of 
the issues.” 

Now the decision on whether 
or not to grant the fair a street 
permit is likely to be a complicat¬ 
ed one. Instead of merely rubber- 
stamping the fair as usual, the 
DPT committee will likely have to 
hear testimony and weigh evi¬ 
dence before acting. 

If the committee members 
deny the permit, it would mark 


the first time since the fair’s inau¬ 
guration in 1973 that the event 
has not taken place. 

The fair’s occurrence has been 
in doubt since early January, when 
one of the organization’s board 
members, Edward Goehring, 
publicly denounced the fair’s 
long-time executive directors for 
being straight and out of touch 
with gay culture and the Castro. 

Goehring was voted off the 
board in late January, in large part 
because other directors took of¬ 
fense at what they saw as his anti¬ 
straight, pro-gay divisiveness. 
They also disapproved of his 
going public with the board’s fi¬ 
nancial statements and meeting 
minutes. 

In his reform campaign, 
Goehring called for an audit of 
the fair’s accounting and income- 
disbursement practices. He 
charged the executive board with 
spending too little of the fair’s 
outlays on queer contractors, and 
returning too little of its proceeds 
to queer organizations. 

By going to the queer press 
with his insider information, and 
lobbying the queer community 
via phone and Internet, Goehring 
succeeded in gaining strong com¬ 
munity backing for his reform ef¬ 


forts. 

Meanwhile, Castro Street Fair 
Executive Director Pablo Heising 
lobbied the Merchants of Upper 
Market and Castro, showing up at 
one of their recent meetings and 
promising to donate booth space 
at this year’s fair to help the mer¬ 
chants distribute anti-panhan¬ 
dling flyers and information. 
Heising had previously sought a 
letter of support from MUMC to 
present at the permit hearing. 
MUMC, the Eureka Valley Pro¬ 
motional Association, and the 
Duboce Triangle Neighborhood 
Association have all expressed 
support for the fair. Last year 
when the fair directors donated 
$5,000 to two queer organiza¬ 
tions, half of the funds went to 
MUMC. Members of MUMC 
hold considerable stake in the fair, 
since most own retail businesses 
along streets that are thronged 
with fairgoers. T

FTMs and butch dyke lesbians 
to break down walls Saturday

n Saturday, March 28, the 
Harvey Milk Institute 

(HMI) will sponsor 

“Butch/FTM: Building Coalitions 
Through Dialogue.” 

The day-long conference will 
bring together butch lesbians and 
female-to-male (FTM) transgen- 
dered and transsexual people to 
explore intersecting issues that af¬ 
fect the butch and FTM commu¬ 
nities. Interested people of all gen¬ 
der identities are welcome to at¬ 
tend. 

The goal of the conference is to 
give participants a space to discuss 
myths and misconceptions about 
hutches and FTMs, acknowledge 
differences, and form respectful 
alliances. Organizers hope that the 
discussion will promote better 
understanding between butch les¬ 
bians and FTMs that can lead to 
effective coalition building. 

The program’s format will in¬ 
clude panels antf small group dis¬ 
cussions on topics including 


“How do hutches and FTMs iden¬ 
tify differently and the same?,” 
“Betrayal: what makes it hard to 
trust each other?,” and “How to 
build community.” 

Panelists will include Lea Arel¬ 
lano, Ali Cannon, Marcel Cook- 
Daniels, Thomas Kennard, and 
Stephan Thorne. Cannon states, “I 
think hutches and FTMs both 
challenge traditional gender 
norms. As a butch dyke, I want to 
talk about what connects us and 
how we’re different, and how we 
can benefit from making al¬ 
liances.” Says Thorne, an FTM, “I 
want to honestly discuss tensions 
and misconceptions that exist be¬ 
tween lesbians and FTM transsex¬ 
uals, particularly those of us who 
transitioned from within the les¬ 
bian community... I want to deal 
with the anger, grief, and sense of 
betrayal that our transitioning 
may cause.” 

HMI is a gay/lesbian/bisexu- 
al/transgender/queer continuing 
education program. The 
butch/FTM dialogue is part of an 
ongoing series of planned discus¬ 


sions between different groups of 
various sexual and gender identi¬ 
ties that make up the queer com¬ 
munity. It is also one of several 
upcoming HMI programs on 
gender, which also include the 
Second Annual Femme Gender 
Conference to be held May 30-31, 
and “Genderupture: Transgender 
Representation and Rage,” to be 
held in the fall. Saturday’s event is 
co-sponsored by the James C. 
Hormel Gay and Lesbian Center 
of the San Francisco Public Li¬ 
brary. 

The butch/FTM dialogue will 
be held at the public library’s 
Koret Auditorium at 100 Larkin 
Street in the Civic Center Area. 
Registration will begin at 9 a.m., 
and the program will run from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. The event is free, al¬ 
though a suggested donation of 
$10 will gratefully be accepted. ▼

Patients march for 
medical pot; Judge delays 
decision in clubs case

ome 400 patients and their 
allies rallied Tuesday, March 
24 in support of the right to 
use medical marijuana. A high- 
spirited march began at the 
memorial rainbow flag in the Cas¬ 
tro and proceeded along Market 
Street toward the Civic Center, at¬ 
tracting more participants as it 
went along. 

Participants — many in 
wheelchairs or using canes — 
were protesting a federal lawsuit 
against six Northern California 
cannabis buyer’s clubs. The suit 
was filed in January by U.S. Attor¬ 
ney Michael Yamaguchi. Marchers 
decried actions taken by state and 
federal authorities in defiance of 
Proposition 215, the successful 
1996 California initiative that al¬ 
lowed for the cultivation and use 
of medical marijuana; several par¬ 
ticipants carried signs reading 
“No Federal Veto.” 

The march continued under 
police escort to the Bill Graham 
Civic Auditorium, where the an¬ 
nual AIDS Update Conference 
was getting underway. A large 
contingent bearing “Peron for 
Governor” signs joined the march 
as it passed the Cannabis Cultiva¬ 
tors Club on Market Street. 
Marchers then proceeded to the 
federal courthouse where the U.S. 
District Court was preparing for 
the first hearing in the case against 
the clubs. 

The lawsuit was filed against 
“the compassionate 10,” a group 
of medical cannabis providers as¬ 
sociated with the Cannabis Culti¬ 
vators Club and Flower Therapy 
in San Francisco, the Oakland 
Cannabis Buyers Cooperative, the 
Marin Alliance for Medical Mari¬ 
juana, and buyers clubs in Santa 
Cruz and Ukiah. The federal gov¬ 
ernment initially brought six sep¬ 
arate suits, which have since been 
consolidated. 

In front of the courthouse, 
several speakers addressed the 
crowd. Dale Gierenger of the 
Medical Marijuana Patients and 
Caregivers Fund noted that an es¬ 
timated 11,000 Californians who 
use medicinal cannabis will be af¬ 
fected by the lawsuit, and urged 
the federal and state governments 
to “stop persecuting patients and 
providers and work with us to 
provide safe and affordable ac¬ 
cess.” Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
emphasized that in San Francisco 
the police chief, the district attor¬ 
ney, the Department of Public 
Health, and the mayor are “solid¬ 
ly behind” safe access to medical 
marijuana and are working to de¬ 
vise a policy in which medical 
marijuana will be treated “as a 
health issue, not a police issue.” 

Newly elected West Hollywood 
Mayor Steve Martin said that al¬ 
though “we can roll back igno¬ 
rance, we can’t roll back hatred, 
and we can’t roll back arrogance.” 
He said that President Bill Clin¬ 
ton, “drug czar” Barry McCaffrey, 
and Attorney General Janet Reno 
are “willing to sacrifice sick and 
dying people for political expedi¬ 
ence.” Last week, Martin joined 
the mayors of San Francisco, Oak¬ 
land, and Santa Cruz in sending a 
letter urging Bill Clinton to drop 
the federal lawsuit and place a

moratorium on enforcement of 
federal drugs laws that interfere 
with medical cannabis dispen¬ 
saries. A large number of patients 
from the Los Angeles area were on 
hand to support the Northern 
California clubs. 

Supervisor Gavin Newsome, 
who said he watched his aunt die 
of cancer while her kids pur¬ 
chased marijuana for her on the 
streets, said California Attorney 
General Dan Lungren and Clin¬ 
ton “should be ashamed” to put 
sick people in jeopardy. Various 
speakers noted that medical mar¬ 
ijuana users would be forced to 
deal with the black market if 
cannabis clubs are put out of op¬ 
eration. 

Several patients attested that 
medical marijuana is crucial to 
their health and well-being. Dixie 
Romango, who uses medical mar¬ 
ijuana to control the symptoms of 
multiple sclerosis, said “our doc¬ 
tors known our needs, not feder¬ 
al law enforcement officials.” 
Medical marijuana pioneer Den¬ 
nis Peron reiterated his claim that 
“all use of marijuana is medical,” a 
claim which is disputed by many 
government officials and medical 
cannabis providers. 

The world is round! 

At Tuesday’s hearing, the de¬ 
fendants made an “offer of proof,” 
describing the grounds on which 
they intend to argue their case. At¬ 
torney William Panzer, who coor¬ 
dinates the defendants’ legal team, 
said “the government has been 
maintaining a fiction that the 
world is flat, when all science and 
evidence show that it is round. We 
can prove that the world is round 
and that medical marijuana is safe 
and effective.” Pruzan maintained 
that medical marijuana has been 
“incontrovertibly proven to be a 
safe and effective medicine. To 
deny this is arbitrary and capri¬ 
cious.” 

Kate Wells, attorney for the 
Santa Cruz buyers club, said she 
believes that congress did not in¬ 
tend the Controlled Substances 
Act to apply to medical marijua¬ 
na patients, just as child pornog¬ 
raphy laws were not intended to 
target “the Sears photographer 
who photographs a naked baby 
on a bearskin rug.” Jerry Uelman, 
another member of the legal 
team, said that he believes that a 
medical necessity defense is ap¬ 
propriate because use of medical 
marijuana can prevent the 
“greater evil” of pain and suffer¬ 
ing. 


In a news conference prior to 
the hearing, Yamaguchi stated 
that “all distribution, cultivation, 
and possession is an outright and 
flagrant violation of federal law. 
The issue is not medical use, it is 
the persistent violation of federal 
law.” Attorneys for the federal 
government argued that Proposi¬ 
tion 215 does not supplant feder¬ 
al law. 

The District Court could make 
a summary judgment in the fed¬ 
eral government’s favor or allow a 
trial to go forward. Judge Charles 
Breyer is expected to make a deci¬ 
sion within the next few weeks. ▼

Gay activist, Auschwitz 
survivor honored

erry Rosenstein, a San Fran¬ 
cisco gay man and Auschwitz 
survivor, will be among five 
honorees receiving this year’s 
Fammy Awards, presented by Jew¬ 
ish Family and Children’s Services. 

The awards will be presented 
at JFCS’s annual spring gala this 
Saturday, March 28, at 6:30 p.m. 
at the Westin St. Francis Hotel. 

Rosenstein is being honored 
for nearly 30 years of community 
service in the Jewish community. 
He has also been a strong gay ac¬ 
tivist, and much of his communi¬ 
ty service over the years has served 
the Jewish and gay communities 
simultaneously. 

Rosenstein moved to the Bay 
Area in 1949 and after establishing 
himself in the business communi¬ 
ty, he began his activism and com¬ 
munity service work in the 1970s. 

As both a gay man and an 
Auschwitz survivor, Rosenstein 
said he felt he had obligations to 
the community. 

“I feel obligated to several 
communities,” he said. “The 
human rights community, the po¬ 
litical community, the gay rights 
community, and my Jewish com¬ 
munity.” 

As a gay activist, Rosenstein 
was an early leader of Congrega¬ 
tion Sha’ar Zahav, a Castro-area 
gay and lesbian synagogue, and he 
is a supporter of the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force, the Serviceman’s 
Legal Defense Fund, and the 
Human Rights Campaign. 

As a Jewish activist, Rosenstein 
is a member of the board of the 
Holocaust Center of Northern 
California. He trains educators to 
teach about the Holocaust, speaks 
with students about his experi¬ 
ences, and has shared his story 
with the Spielberg Oral History 
Project. At JFCS, he is a founding 
member of the Holocaust Adviso¬ 
ry Committee, which secures 
grants and allocates funding to 
Holocaust survivors in need. 

Rosenstein is also a cultural ac¬ 
tivist, contributing his service to 
the arts community by sitting on 
the boards of the San Francisco 
Merola Opera Program and San 
Francisco Performances. 

He says receiving the Fammy 
Award “is nice,” but he doesn’t do 
his work to get recognition. 

“It’s just a result of who I am,” 
he says humbly. “My only regret is 
that I can’t give as much as I want

to give.” 

About JFCS, Fammies

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Group formed to 
battle Yee’s Prop. I 

Gays, others fight'echo of pink triangles'

JI group of predominantly gay 
JIJI activists has formed a com- 

: mittee to fight Supervisor 
Leland Yee’s “Project Notification” 
Proposition I on the June ballot. 
Under the plan, publicly funded 
projects such as HIV/AIDS hous¬ 
ing would be subject to additional 
notification in neighborhoods; the 
initiative is the result of Yee’s failed 
attempt last year to get the pro¬ 
posal out of a board committee. 

Opponents of the measure 
stress that if approved by voters, 
Proposition I could lead to verbal 
or physical harassment of people 
living with HIV/AIDS (PWAs) 
and others. As a result, they have 
formed the San Franciscans for 
Fairness, No on Proposition I 
Committee. Spokesman Mark 
Dunlop, an openly gay member of 
the San Francisco Redevelopment 
Commission, was an outspoken 
critic of Yee’s plan last year when 
it came up at the board’s Neigh¬ 
borhood Services Committee 
meeting; he has not lightened up 
in his opposition. 

“There is little question that 
this proposition would have a 
chilling effect on housing and ser¬ 
vices for people with disabilities 
and certainly PWAs,” said Dun¬ 
lop. “With all the current bureau¬ 
cratic regulations regarding per¬ 
mits, Proposition I would add yet 
another layer of expense and bu¬ 
reaucracy for no purpose other 
then to pander to the unreason¬ 
able fears of conservative NIM- 
BYs [not in my backyard].”

The No on I committee be¬ 
lieves that most San Franciscans 
respect the right to privacy of fel¬ 
low citizens, and that those citi¬ 
zens with disabilities or in recov¬ 
ery have a right to proceed with 
day to day affairs “unmolested by 
bigots and hate-mongers.” 

Dunlop said interested people 
are welcome to join the No on I 
committee. The group is meeting 
every Monday at noon and was at 
the intersection of Castro and 
18th streets last weekend passing 
out information. 

It’s about power 

Yee’s proposal would require 
neighborhood notification when¬ 
ever a city-funded project is subject 
to approval by a city agency. When¬ 
ever a city-funded project involves 
new construction, a change in use, 
or a significant expansion of an ex¬ 
isting use at a specified location, the 
city would be required to either 
post a 900-square-inch sign at the 
proposed site, or mail notice to 
neighbors within 300 feet of the 
proposed site. Yee has stated his 


measure is really about “opening 
up government to neighbors. For 
me, information is power, notifica¬ 
tion is power.” 

Yee, who received the endorse¬ 
ment of the B.A.R. and many gay 
leaders in his 1996 race for super¬ 
visor, has turned on the commu¬ 
nity, said opponents of Proposi¬ 
tion I, who maintain the initiative 
is discriminatory because those 
with disabilities, such as PWAs, 
are more likely to receive city- 
funded services. While those who 
have disabilities are protected by 
both federal and state fair housing 
laws, the initiative “in essence puts 
forth another hurdle for housing 
for people with disabilities and is 
therefore discriminatory,” the No 
on I committee stated. 

“In Germany in the 1930s and 
1940s, gay people were forced to 
sew on pink triangles as a form of 
notification,” Dunlop said. “In 
San Francisco in the 1990s, Leland 
Yee’s ‘posting requirement’ has a 
troublesome echo of those horri¬ 
ble times.” 

The No on I committee has 
begun to line up support against 
Yee’s ballot proposition, including 
the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, San Francisco Tomor¬ 
row, the San Francisco Democrat¬ 
ic Party, Supervisors Tom Ammi- 
ano, Sue Bierman, Leslie Katz, and 
Gavin Newsom, and BART Direc¬ 
tor Tom Radulovich. V

Queer preacher 
returns to air on 
Jesuit-run KUSF radio

I fter being “homeless” as a 
broadcaster for the past few 
Wm. months, the Bay Area’s only 
openly queer radio minister, Pas¬ 
tor Thomas Polcari, has found a 
new domicile on the airwaves. His 
new, Saturday-afternoon digs, 
moreover, are a whole lot classier 
than the wee-hours-of-the-morn- 
ing slot he had at his old station, 
where he resided in radioland ob¬ 
scurity for the past five years. 

Beginning next Saturday, April 
4, “Pastor Tom,” a Pentecostal 
preacher known for combining 
Christian gospel messages with 
wild anecdotes about his personal 
life, will broadcast his half-hour 
show each Saturday starting at 
2:30 p.m. on KUSF 90.3 FM. 

Perhaps ironically, given the 
often racy content of Pastor Tom’s 
programs (he often relates per¬ 
sonal tales of sex parties, bar¬ 
going, belly dancing, and other 
juicy adventures), the owner of 
Polcari’s new broadcasting home 
is a Roman Catholic institution, 
the University of San Francisco, 


run by the Society of Jesuits. 

“Saint Ignatius promoted free¬ 
dom of speech and expression,” 
said KUSF Program Director Kate 
Ingram, referring to the universi¬ 
ty’s patron saint. “The Jesuits have 
been very supportive of all com¬ 
munities.” 

Ingram, who signed Polcari 
onto his weekly half-hour slot on 
the basis of a demo tape he sent 
her, said KUSF has a long history 
of serving specific minority com¬ 
munities in San Francisco. The 
station broadcasts programs in 14 
different languages, including 
Chinese and Korean. At least in 
recent years, however, it has not 
regularly scheduled programming 
aimed at gay, lesbian, bisexual, or 
transgender listeners. 

The station does, however, 
have to following the Federal 
Communications Commission 
rules for radio broadcasting, 
which insists programs traveling 
the airwaves uphold community 
standards. 

“Genitalia and sexual situa¬ 
tions can’t be emphasized,” said 
Ingram. Pastor Tom’s program, 
however, “emphasizes lifestyles 


rather than sex,” she added. 

Indeed, Polcari clearly views 
queer sex as sacred, yet treats it ca¬ 
sually, joyously but without spe¬ 
cial reverence, as though it were 
no more or less a matter to get 
worked up about than smelling a 
rose or witnessing a sunset. Cer¬ 
tainly Polcari treats sex far differ¬ 
ently than so many other radio 
preachers, who pound on the 
Bible as they condemn inter¬ 
course in nearly all its richly-var¬ 
ied manifestations. 

“I’m semi-fundamentalist,” 
Polcari recently told the B.A.R. 
“My preaching is based on the 
New Testament, not on the Old 
Testament, which is based on a lot 
of rules that are unrealistic, and 
which slams gay lifestyles.” 

Polcari further explained that 
he shares his exquisitely queer 
personal life with listeners to hold 
a mirror up to their lives, and per¬ 
haps save souls in the process. ▼

• f March came in like a lamb — with the 

New Jersey Supreme Court ruling that 
m Boy Scouts can’t exclude gays — it is 
going out like, well, not so much a lion as a 
shrew, with the California Supreme Court 
deciding the exact opposite. Queers (and 
atheists, too) can take a hike, according to 
the court. But not with the scouts. [See story, 
page 26.] 

The Scouts (the organization, not neces¬ 
sarily the boys themselves) are exulting in 
the California decision, which their nation¬ 
al spokesperson says upholds basic moral 
tenets. He is, of course, utterly wrong. What 
the ruling upholds is separation, alienation, 
fear, ignorance, and prejudice. 

This state (and for that matter, this 
world) cannot really afford any more of the 
hatred that those things breed. As the attack 
on San Francisco resident Brian Wilmes 
showed last week, even relatively small ex¬ 
plosions of intolerance can be fatal; they 
must be stopped, not supported. 

Particularly now, in the wake of the hor¬ 
rific violence in Arkansas (where 11- and 
13-year-old Jonesboro boys decked out in 
commando gear staged a false fire alarm at 
school and gunned down fellow students 
and teachers with a substantial arsenal), it 
is time to realize that what we think of as 
“little kids” do have some capacity for vio¬ 
lence. We shudder to think of a world where 
they also have access to guns and the infor¬ 
mation that people of different religions 
and sexualities are somehow less than equal. 
If the Boy Scouts really want to have a pos¬ 
itive influence on America’s youth, they can 
start by teaching tolerance of diversity — all 


diversity, including religious and '* 
sexual — instead of fostering hate. 

Unfortunately, it is clear from the 
screed reprinted below that even 
something as innocuous as tol¬ 
erance is not safe from the 
right wing’s poison. Although 
scary and unpleasant to read, 

Dobson’s agenda is informative. It shows 



what we’re up against, and it shows 
that it doesn’t hurt to have clear goals. 
We wish our gay organizations 
r ere as clear about their 
goals/our goals. We keep hear¬ 
ing about the Gay Agenda, but 
it’s like the Loch Ness Mon¬ 
ster: there’s just too little proof

Religious write: an agenda

On February 26, Focus on the Family presi¬ 
dent James C. Dobson sent the following 
letter to all Republican legislators on Capi¬ 
tol Hill, as well as Republican governors, in 
reply to a request from Speaker Newt Gin¬ 
grich. It was addressed to Representative 
Tom Coburn of Oklahoma. Its inclusion here 
is not an expression of support for its agen¬ 
da, but is in the interest of keeping the 
community informed. 

ifp hanks for your call yesterday, convey¬ 
ing Speaker Gingrich’s request for a 
f! priority listing of the legislative issues 
that are of greatest importance to us and, 
we believe, to the pro-moral community. I 
am pleased to provide that information, al¬ 
though we are convinced that the speaker is 
already well aware of those concerns. We 
have discussed our priorities with him on 
many occasions, including a four hour din¬ 
ner meeting on Dec. 12,1995. Furthermore, 
on March 20th of that year, I sent the at¬ 
tached letter to Mr. Gingrich which spelled 
out the issues of greatest significance to us. 
Near the end of that letter I wrote, “It would 
be refreshing, indeed, to have a senior 
politician devote even a single speech to the 
value system from which (this list) is 
drawn.” No such speech has been given to 
my knowledge and virtually none of our 
objectives has been met. 

Thus, it is curious that the speaker is ask¬ 
ing now for confirmation of the principles 
and policies that have been emphasized by 
many conservatives during the past three 
years. Nevertheless, I will outline again the 
legislative agenda that our evidence would 
indicate is most passionately supported by 
the conservative Christian community. 
Those priorities are provided below in 
order of importance. 

Priority One: Defund Planned Parent¬ 
hood and other pro-abortion organizations. 
In just two appropriations bills last year, 
over $900 million was awarded to the Inter¬ 
national Planned Parenthood Federation 
and similar organizations, which was added 
to the multiple millions provided domesti¬ 
cally within dozens of department alloca¬ 
tions. This is unconscionable for a party 
that ran on a pro-life platform. 


Priority Two: Defund the so-called safe- 
sex and condom distribution programs in 
Title X and wherever else the funding is 
provided. The three billion dollars allocated 
to such programs in the past 20 years have 
supported a failed policy that is largely re¬ 
sponsible for the epidemic of sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases now evident among the 
young. 

Priority Three: Pass legislation guaran¬ 
teeing parental consent for abortion and 
contraceptives within all federal programs. 
There is no excuse for the present policy 
that denies to parents the right to su¬ 
pervise the health and moral charac¬ 
ter education of their minor chil¬ 
dren. This legislation is already 20 
years late! 

Priority Four: Ban human 
cloning outright and end taxpayer 
funding for fetal tissue experimen¬ 
tation on aborted babies. 

Priority Five: Defund 
the National Endowment 
for the Arts. I know the 
support for NEA lies large¬ 
ly within the Senate, but my statements 
today are intended for both Houses of Con¬ 
gress. (That’s why a copy of this letter is 
being sent to Sen. Trent Lott.) Our frustra¬ 
tion is with politicians generally, who cam¬ 
paigned on pro-moral and pro-family prin¬ 
ciples and then failed to pursue them. 

Priority Six: We want Congress to re¬ 
assert its authority regarding the defense of 
religious liberty, despite the Supreme 
Court’s overturning of RFRA (the Boerne 
case) last June. The erosion of religious free¬ 
dom during the past 36 years has been 
breathtaking, beginning with the Engel and 
Abington decisions, which eliminated 
prayer in schools in 1962-63, followed by 
the Stone decision, prohibiting the posting 
of the Ten Commandments on school bul¬ 
letin boards, the Weisman decision, ban¬ 
ning prayers at school graduation cere¬ 
monies, the Casey decision which essential¬ 
ly abrogated natural law in favor of each 
person’s right to interpret his or her own re¬ 
ality, and the Romer decision, which brand¬ 
ed Coloradans as bigots for having moral 
concerns about homosexuality. Once before 
in the nation’s history, the president and the 
Congress overrode a Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion, (when the Emancipation Proclama¬ 


tion was issued in contradiction to the Dred 
Scott decision). It is time for Congress to as¬ 
sert itself again. RFRA passed unanimously 
in the House and by 97-3 in the Senate, yet 
the Court summarily negated it saying, in 
essence, that Congress had no right to de¬ 
fine and extend individual liberties. Perhaps 
Justice Kennedy, a Republican appointee 
who wrote the majority opinion, could ex¬ 
plain how the Congress defined and ex¬ 
tended civil rights during the 1960s if it 
lacked the Constitutional authority to do so. 
We urge Congress to defend its right to ad¬ 
dress the significant issues of the day, rather 
than defer to a five justice, unelected ma¬ 
jority on the U.S. Supreme Court. Religious 
liberty is the issue on which to 
make that stand, and the time to 
do it is now. 

Priority Seven: Another set of 
concerns involves an array of 
educational issues. They 
are: 

(l) Provisions for 
school choice (education 
savings accounts) 

(2) Opposition to a national testing pro¬ 
gram 

(3) Opposition to Goals 2000 

(4) Defunding the Department of Edu¬ 
cation 

Priority Eight: Eliminate the marriage 
penalty tax!! How indicative that this unfair 
provision still exists after years of complaint 
and lobbying by conservative groups. There 
is no better evidence of the utter disregard 
for the centrality of the family among De¬ 
mocrats and Republicans than this contin¬ 
ued bias in the tax code. 

In addition to these eight issues, there 
are others that are so obvious that they re¬ 
quire no elaboration, such as a ban on par¬ 
tial birth abortion, the defense of tradition¬ 
al marriage and opposition to any legisla¬ 
tion that would add “sexual orientation” to 
any civil rights law, education program, or 
any congressional appropriation. 

Please understand, Tom, that we and 
other conservatives recognize the realities of 
the political process, and that controversial 
legislation can be difficult to pass. We also 
acknowledge that the president has a pow¬ 
erful veto pen which he is not reluctant to 
use.

No fan of PR campaign 

Gary Virginia and George Heymont have recently 
published in the Bay Area Reporter malicious person¬ 
al attacks on Paul Vander Waerdt, with whom I co¬ 
chaired the Subcommittee on Workplace Entry and 
Re-Entry of Mayor Brown’s AIDS Steering Commit¬ 
tee, while failing to disclose the vested interests they 
represent. Their self-interested transformation of a 
serious public policy issue into a personal vendetta 
demonstrates total disregard for the interests of peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS, who will benefit greatly from the 
mayor’s initiative to create employment services re¬ 
sponsive to their needs. 

It comes as no surprise that Virginia — who fails to 
identify himself as chair of the fundraising commit¬ 
tee of the board of directors of AIDS Benefits Coun¬ 
selors (ABC) — opposes creation of an HIV/AIDS 
Employment Development Unit of the Department 
of Public Health and wants the city to invest additional 
funding in ABC. What is remarkable is that Virginia 
believes that any case ABC could make for such in¬ 
vestment is strengthened by viciously defaming one of 
the subcommittee’s co-chairs. Mayor Brown made the 
decision that the city, rather than a nonprofit con¬ 
tractor, will deliver enhanced HIV/AIDS employment 
development services through a new unit of the De¬ 
partment of Public Health, and all 14 members of the 
Subcommittee — including a member of ABC’s Board 
— voted in favor of the specific recommendations 
presented in the Report on the Summit on AIDS and 
HIV, pp. 100-37. Virginia’s letter unwittingly illustrates 
the doubts many of us involved in the planning 
process have developed concurring the wisdom of in¬ 
vesting additional resources in ABC. 

In a letter touting ABC’s capacity to “maintain 
confidentiality,” Virginia improperly discloses confi¬ 
dential employment information known to him in his 
capacity as an ABC board member in violation of 
ABC’s own policies, while citing Vander Waerdt’s pre¬ 
sumed HIV status to discredit his work on behalf of 
the HIV/AIDS community. The pages of the B.A.R. is 
not the proper venue to settle issues pertaining to 
ABC’s treatment of its employees, and the vicious 
tone of Virginia’s attack on Vander Waerdt provides 
good reason to doubt the accuracy of the facts he pur¬ 
ports to relate. Since the beginning of the epidemic, 
however, our community has fought discrimination 
based on HIV status. It is disgraceful, in 1998, to see 
a board member of an AIDS service organization 
publicly use a colleague’s presumed HIV status 
against him. The board of ABC should publicly cen¬ 
sure Virginia and dismiss him from membership on 
the board for his misconduct. 

Virginia cites “funding from scrutinizing donors 
such as ... the BWB Charitable Trust” as evidence of 
ABC’s “managerial resources.” I personally solicited 
this $25,000 donation from Dr. Robert Perkins, 
Trustee of the Trust, last August to enable ABC to hire 
a Positive Resource Program Manager. After receiving 
the funds, ABC decided to abolish this position, offer¬ 
ing to return the funds to the donor — a remarkable 
decision on the part of an organization that operates 
an HIV/AIDS employment program without a single 
staff person professionally qualified in vocational re¬ 
habilitation to supervise its operations! When the 
donor reluctantly gave ABC permission to keep the 
funds, provided that it met certain conditions to pro¬ 
mote the hiring of people with HIV/AIDS, ABC ap¬ 
parently then proceeded to expend the funds while 
disregarding those conditions. If this episode is any in¬ 
dication of how ABC ordinarily conducts business, it 
certainly does not deserve the public’s support. All the 
other grants cited by Virginia were secured for ABC 
by Vander Waerdt, whose thanks for raising more than 
$500,000 for ABC is to have his employment record 
maliciously misrepresented in the press by a member 
of the agency’s Board of Directors. 

The only reason that an ABC representative has re¬ 
sorted to personal vilification is that the agency has a 
financial interest in eliminating competition and in se¬ 
curing city funding for itself. This conflict of interest 
provides proof, if any further were needed, that the city 
cannot rely on a nonprofit contractor to provide em¬ 
ployment services needed by people with HIV/AIDS. 

Readers of Heymont’s diatribe should know that 
he conducted himself so inappropriately in connec¬ 
tion with the subcommittee that the Mayor’s Office 
found it necessary to relieve him of his duties. After 
the AIDS Steering Committee determined not to 
allow the Golden Gate Business Association (GGBA) 
to hold a fundraiser in connection with the Mayor’s 
AIDS Summit, Heymont and his fellow GGBA rep¬ 
resentative Irk Spivak resigned their membership in 
the Steering Committee, so depriving the planning 
process of the benefit of GGBA participation. More 
recently, Spivak has been campaigning for a job in the 
city’s new HIV/AIDS Employment Development 
Unit. An attack on Vander Waerdt does not constitute 
a recommendation for Spivak. 

Our community will benefit enormously from the 
city’s new HIV/AIDS employment development ser¬ 
vices, to whose creation no one has contributed more 
than Paul Vander Waerdt.

HMLGBDC responds to Supervisor Katz 

It is unfortunate that Supervisor Leslie Katz felt 
the need to attack tlie endorsements of the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Democratic Club, of 
which she is a voting member [“Milk Club endorse¬ 
ments questioned, March 19”]. We supported Leslie 
when she ran for supervisor and worked closely with 
her office to make sure the equal benefits ordinance 
wasn’t weakened after it was passed. Several state¬ 
ments she made in the article, however, need clarifi¬ 
cation. 

We had over 180 members of the club vote in last 
Tuesday’s endorsement. We reached the necessary 60 
percent threshold in endorsing five candidates for the 
13th Assembly District of the Democratic County 
Central Committee, and four of those people are 
queer. Three of four judicial candidates we endorsed 
are queer. We endorsed the one gay Democrat run¬ 
ning for statewide office, Tony Miller, for lieutenant 
governor. And we endorsed Carole Migden for as¬ 
sembly. 

Understandably, Supervisor Katz is upset she did¬ 
n’t get an endorsement for 13th AD, DCCC, but she 
is one of 39 people running for only 12 spots, and 23 
openly identify as queer. The votes were spread out 
among all candidates, particularly those 23, making 
it difficult to reach 60 percent. Many Club members 
did express reservations in voting for elected officials 
who endorse in their own races and on their own leg¬ 
islation at the DCCC. Local Democratic Party rules 
do not require members to recuse themselves in such 
situations. The Milk Club has always supported Sue 
Bierman, Jose Medina and Leslie for supervisor. The 
Political Action Committee discussed the DCCC’s 
need for more grassroots activists, particularly those 
working in people of color communities and with the 
poor, and our PAC recommendations reflected that. 

We voted on local ballot issues as well and 60 per¬ 
cent of the Milk Club voted to return city services to 
the renovated City Hall (Proposition F) and increase 
access at Treasure Island (Proposition K). We voted 
against Proposition G, which would eliminate the 
constituency aides to the Board of Supervisors. We 
also voted to fight the repeal of rent control (Propo¬ 
sition E) and against further project notification 
(Proposition I). Those are the important issues on this 
ballot. 

Supervisor Katz mistakenly assumes that the 
Club’s vote was a vote on Mayor Brown. The Milk 
Club supported Mayor Brown in the mayoral runoff 
in 1995 and is very grateful for his strong support of 
the equal benefits ordinance. 

We look forward to continuing our work with Su¬ 
pervisor Katz and anticipate that she will continue to 
work with us as a club that fights for the interests of 
our community.

1 H 5 hile most California vot¬ 
ers have learned precious 
little about the platform 
of Democratic gubernatorial can¬ 
didate Al Checchi, most of them 
have probably learned, thanks to 
some $8 million spent in televi¬ 
sion advertising in the past few 
months, how to correctly pro¬ 
nounce his name. Other than the 
usual comments on the usual is¬ 
sues of improving education, de¬ 
creasing crime and keeping the 
economy healthy, Mr. Checchi has 
had little to say about what he 
would do if he were elected gov¬ 
ernor in November. 

That changed, however, last 
week when Checchi spoke to a 
group of gay and lesbian political 
activists in West Hollywood. The 
candidate with perhaps the deep¬ 
est pockets of all called for ex¬ 
tending state anti-discrimination 
laws to protect gays and lesbians, 
and he also endorsed expanding 
existing AIDS treatment pro¬ 
grams, saying he would work with 
the Legislature to do just that. 

At a breakfast given by Access 
Now for Gay and Lesbian Equali¬ 
ty (ANGLE), Checchi, who has 
never before run for elective 
office, promised that if he 
became governor, he 
would sign legislation to 
ban discrimination in ed¬ 
ucation and employ¬ 
ment based on sexual 
orientation. Such leg¬ 
islation has repeated¬ 
ly failed in re¬ 
cent years. 

Checchi 
stated that he 
supports adoption by same-sex 
couples, extending medical bene¬ 
fits to state employees in same-sex 
relationships, and legislation to 
recognize contractual rights for all 
domestic partners. The multimil¬ 
lionaire businessman explained 
that the costs for the latter could 
easily be financed by growing 
state revenues. He also declared 
that he would veto anti-gay legis¬ 
lation, expand enforcement of 
hate-crime laws, and oppose any 
anti-gay ballot measures. 

In addition, Checchi pledged 
that he would sign a bill to legalize 
same-sex marriage if such a bill 
ever crossed his desk while he was 
governor. Whether or not Mr. 
Checchis comments to ANGLE 
members went very far to endear 
him to California’s politically pow¬ 
erful homosexual bloc remains to 
be seen, but his forthright state¬ 
ments surely caught the attention 
of some gay political activists in 
Los Angeles at the breakfast. 

Checchis two opponents in 
the June California Democratic 
primary, Lieutenant Governor 
Gray Davis and Representative 
Jane Harman, are both consid¬ 
ered solidly in our camp on issues 
affecting the rights of gays and 
lesbians. Davis is a longtime 
champion of gay rights and the 
most liberal of the three. Harman, 
although also a supporter of our 
causes, is more of a moderate. In 
contrast, the presumptive Repub¬ 
lican nominee, Attorney General 
Dan Lungren, is a staunchly anti¬ 
gay conservative, who is pretty 
openly homophobic, even accord¬ 
ing to gays and lesbians with 
memberships in the Log Cabin 
Club. 

Gays and lesbians have long 
been an important Democratic 
constituency in California, and 
Mr. Checchi’s statements before 
ANGLE last week appeared to 
confirm his awareness of the im¬ 


portance of reaching out to us. By 
his actions, Checchi seemed to be 
giving Mr. Davis and Mrs. Har¬ 
man notice that he wasn’t about 
to let either of them get the jump 
on him, even if he is a newcomer 
to California politics. 

Gore test at Demo confab 

Democratic hopefuls Jane Har¬ 
man, Gray Davis, and Al Checchi 
all received good crowd responses. 
Senators Barbara Boxer and Di¬ 
anne Feinstein got stand¬ 
ing ovations. State 
party chair Art Torres 
predicted victory this 
November for the 
Demo ticket. 

However, it was 
Vice President AI Gore 
who was the real star of 
the California 
State Democ¬ 
ratic Conven¬ 
tion in Los An¬ 
geles over the weekend. Gore 
whipped the crowd of 2,000 dele¬ 
gates and party workers into a near 
frenzy as he ripped into the Repub¬ 
licans, accusing them of having 
“leaders who turn their backs con¬ 
stantly on America’s working fam¬ 
ilies but who dare not turn their 
backs on each other.” The latter was 
a reference to the GOP infighting 
that continues to be big news in 
Washington. 

Gore wittily declared that the 
“poor Republicans in Congress are 
in such disarray that the right hand 
doesn’t know what the far-right 
hand is doing.” This quip won him 
howls of laughter from many in 
the crowd, who see the vice presi¬ 
dent as the head of their own pres¬ 
idential ticket two years hence. 

The veep used the friendly pul¬ 
pit to reach out to teachers, work¬ 
ing families, and Latinos, saying 
that California voters, should op¬ 
pose Prop. 226, which would re¬ 
quire unions to obtain permission 
annually from its members before 
using their dues to help fund po¬ 
litical campaigns. “Today, more 
than ever before,” Gore pro¬ 
claimed, “the state of our union 
depends on the state of our 
unions.” He further charged that 
the “Republican Party has dispar¬ 
aged legal immigrants” and “in¬ 
sulted Latinos,” while “the Demo¬ 
cratic Party welcomes Latinos” 
and other minorities. 

With California’s huge elec¬ 
toral bloc clearly in mind, Al Gore 
had state Democrats roaring as he 
left the convention. Even though 
the Golden State’s next presiden¬ 
tial primary is still two years away, 
the vice president’s political stock 
here has never looked better. 

Local politicos are still buzzing 
over the kick in the butt that 
Mayor Willie Brown took from 
the Milk Gay/Lesbian Demo Club 
at their endorsement meeting last 
week. True, the mayor’s name 


wasn’t on the ballot, but a lot of 
his lieutenants and propositions 
affecting him were. Da Mayor is 
not pleased. 

Winning widows: Democrat 
Lois Capps’s win in the special 
election held in California’s 22nd 
Congressional District to fill her 
husband’s seat was expected. 
Capps is heavily favored to retain 
that post come November. Sonny 
Bono’s widow, Mary Bono, will 
undoubtedly keep that Palm 
Springs-area seat Republican 
come April 7. 

Some widows — Lindy Boggs 
comes to mind — turn out to be 
as effective, if not more so, than 
their late husbands. However, 
most are inexperienced and often 
get only marginal respect from 
colleagues. Mrs. Bono was a wait¬ 
ress before she met the singer- 
politician and was a house¬ 
wife/mother before his death in a 
skiing accident. She told TV’s 
Larry King that she doesn’t con¬ 
sider herself “politically involved,” 
which makes one wonder why she 
wants the job. 

Meanwhile, in Sacramento, As¬ 
sembly Speaker Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa announced that he 
would name East Bay Assembly- 
man Don Perata (D-Oakland) as 
the new Assembly majority leader 
and Kevin Shelley (D-SF) as the 
new majority floor leader, essen¬ 
tially dividing the powerful posi¬ 
tion between the two Bay Area De¬ 
mocrats. Shelley and Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden, his San 
Francisco colleague who chairs the 
powerful Committee on Appropri¬ 
ations, have certainly learned their 
way around the halls of power in 
Sacramento in record time. 

President Bill Clinton’s own 
AIDS advisory panel has unani¬ 
mously declared that it has “no 
confidence” in the White House’s 
commitment to end the spread of 
the disease. The pronouncement 
came largely because of the reluc¬ 
tance of Clinton administration 
officials to endorse controversial 
needle exchange programs for in¬ 
travenous drug users. 

Meanwhile, also in D.C., Cali¬ 
fornia Senators Dianne Feinstein 
and Barbara Boxer continued 
their push this week for the U.S. 
Senate to advance the stalled 
nomination of San Francisco’s re¬ 
spected James Hormel to be am¬ 
bassador to Luxembourg. Calling 
on Senate Majority Leader Trent 
Lott to allow a vote on Hormel, 
Feinstein claimed that “as a matter 
of simple fairness, a qualified 
nominee with broad support like 
Jim Hormel, approved by the 
committee of jurisdiction, should 
at least be allowed a vote.” 
Hormel’s nomination has been 
held in limbo for months by a few 
anti-^ay senators who object to 
his years of support for gay caus¬ 
es and organizations. T

milk, since a housemate told me 
Safeway’s Lucerne milk comes 
from cows dosed with bovine 
growth hormone.

tragic results, 
due in part to cultural disagree¬ 
ments over gays’ and lesbians’ 
place in the smaller state’s new so¬ 
ciety. 

Lo and behold, real life imitat¬ 
ed art recently, as the assumption 
that all the people brought to¬ 
gether by progressive politics will 
universally agree on goals and vi¬ 
sions got a rude slap in the face. I 
refer to the public accusations by 
Zoilamerica Narvaez that her fa¬ 
ther, Sandinista leader Daniel Or¬ 
tega, sexually abused her for over 
a decade from when she was 11, 
including during the time he was 
president of Nicaragua. Narvaez 
and her husband have filed com¬ 
plaints with the police, saying they 
have been receiving threatening 
phone calls; two of her supporters 
have been removed from elected 
party offices and a third is facing 
expulsion, according to the Los 
Angeles Times. Former Sandinistas 
accuse the party of giving lip ser¬ 
vice to women’s rights, then dish 
out the same old macho disre¬ 
spect. 

When Nicaragua held its first 
elections since the fall of the U.S.- 


backed Somoza dictatorship, I 
was among the many Americans 
who were thrilled to see the San¬ 
dinistas — seeming harbingers of 
a democratic collectivism we be¬ 
lieved could transform a compet¬ 
itive world into a happy, peaceful, 
prosperous family — prove our 
progressive aspirations, including 
our desire to disprove that Amer¬ 
ica knew best. When allowed to 
choose freely, the Nicaraguan 
people chose the Sandinistas — 
and then chose to do without 
them. 

The theology, if you will, of 
progressive politics is that they 
arise from a raised consciousness, 
especially from an understanding 
and analysis of oppression. Under 
this belief system, all progressives 
elevate their thinking and behav¬ 
ior to be respectful of all people 
outside the inner circle of Euro¬ 
centric heteropatriachal capitalis¬ 
tic hegemony. This is supposedly 
reinforced by the coalition work 
done by progressives to support 
other progressive causes outside 
their immediate concerns. There 
is no excuse, therefore, for pro¬ 
gressive national liberation strug¬ 
gles to be sexist or homophobic. 

And yet it happens. It isn’t sup¬ 
posed to be the “oppressive” West¬ 
ern tradition resulting in the truly 
progressive theory — and practice 
— about women’s and gays’ rights 
and place in society. And yet it is, as 
the classical liberal tradition, with 
its emphasis on individual rights, is 
the one that actually does work 
across ethnic and cultural plat¬ 
forms to promote real freedom and 
not just liberation theory. That’s 
why some of us, when pressured to 
. conform to the party line du jour 
(usually under threat of being 
branded as evil), ask ourselves if we 
really want to buy a used religion 
from these people. Hey — let’s be

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Arkansas Democrat-

' l ' ecently, GLAAD Executive 
Director Joan M. Garry had 
I a productive conversation 
with the Arkansas Democrat- 
Gazette's publisher, Walter 
Hussman, following the paper’s 
repeated publishing of the 
names of those arrested 
in police raids of men 
seeking sex with other 
men in public parks. 

The practice of publish¬ 
ing the names, which 
Hussman defended as 
“consistent” with the 
editorial policy, con¬ 
tinued even after one 
man committed suicide because 
his name was published (see 
GLAADAlerts 2.6.98, 2.20.98, 
2.27.98). 

In a March 16 letter following 
their phone conversation, 
GLAAD requested the newspaper 
reconsider the policy of printing 
the names of men arrested for 
misdemeanor sex crimes. “You 
began our conversation indicating 
that you felt as if your organiza¬ 
tion was being misrepresented as 
anti-gay,’ and pointed to a history 
of support on your pages,” said 
Garry in the letter. “You pointed 
to the [paper’s] criticism of the 
arcane [Arkansas] sodomy laws 
... We at GLAAD applaud you for 
recognizing that laws and policies 
must be scrutinized continuously 
and altered when that scrutiny 
uncovers flaws. The Democrat- 
Gazette would be well advised to 
consicler an evaluation on its edi¬ 
torial policy in this light. I appre¬ 
ciated your thoughtful interpreta¬ 
tion and defense of your policy 
but see all too clearly that this pol¬ 
icy (like the sodomy laws) is seri¬ 
ously flawed and requires a 
change ... When you answered 
the question ‘how was the public 
interest served by printing the 
man’s name?’ with ‘It was in keep¬ 
ing with our editorial policy,’ I did 
not find that a compelling re¬ 
sponse. The gerrt#S*an’s suicide 
note was infinitely more com¬ 
pelling to me. It is our obligation 
to make our community aware of 
injustice wherever it exists. But we 
also inform our community of 
media outlets striving for fairness. 
We would love to count the 
Arkansas Democrat-Gazette 
among the latter.”

Pardon Me, Scouts, who is 
that Chattanooga cuckoo? 

The March 15 Chattanooga 
Free Press featured a diatribe 
about the Boy Scouts, which tried 
to connect gay sexual orientation 
to pedophilia. 

“When a court orders the Boy 
Scouts to drop their guard against 
such people altogether and accept 
applicants regardless of sexual 
orientation, things are really 
fouled up,” asserts Karl Spence. 
“The point most eagerly urged by 
‘gay rights’ activists is that homo¬ 
sexuality and pederasty have 
nothing to do with each other.” 


Spence then cites a highly rep¬ 
utable study from Denver Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital, which found that 
only two of 269 documented cases 
of sexual child abuse by adult at¬ 
tackers of the same gender in¬ 
volved a gay male perpetrator. His 
response? A quote from the anti¬ 
gay Kevin Tebedo of the radical 
religious group Colorado For 
Family Values, saying “You 
don’t have to be a rock¬ 
et scientist to know that 
when a man has sex 
with a little boy it is a 
homosexual act.” 

He then cites an¬ 
other reputable study 
from the U.S. Bureau 
of Justice which indi¬ 
cates that 25-40 per¬ 
cent of victims of child 
molestation are boys and the vast 
majority of perpetrators are male. 
From this, he indicates that “only 
three percent of the male popula¬ 
tion is homosexual, yet homosex¬ 
ual molestation accounts for 
about a third of child sex abuse.” 
From this “evidence,” Spence con¬ 
cludes that in the “[culture] war 
the Boy Scouts of America could 
use some help.” 

Spence’s wrong-headed think¬ 
ing belies a confusion many peo¬ 
ple have about the difference be¬ 
tween homosexuality and pe¬ 
dophilia. Molestation, like rape 
and other nonconsensual acts, is 
about power, as any reputable 
psychologist would explain. Con¬ 
sensual adult sex acts, on the 
other hand, regardless of the gen¬ 
der of the partners, is based in de¬ 
sire, emotional attachment, and a 
host of other affirming qualities. 
While Spence may not be a “rock¬ 
et scientist,” he should surely un¬ 
derstand that distinction. He also 
fails to see the difference between 
a “homosexual act,” meaning any 
act between two people of the 
same gender, regardless of the 
motivations or sexual orienta¬ 
tions or ages of the participants, 
and sexual orientation, which is 
just one facet of an individual’s 
identity that exists whether or not 
the person engages in sexual ac¬ 
tivity. Thus, when studies repeat¬ 
edly show that the vast majority 
of molesters of boys are hetero¬ 
sexual men, it means precisely 
that. Spence’s own hostility and 
fear towards gay people blinds 
him to these simple truths. It is 
that same ignorance which leads 
the Boy Scouts of America to ban 
gay male Scouts and leaders sole¬ 
ly based on their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

Let the Chattanooga Free Press 
know that as a serious newspaper 
it should demand higher factual 
standards and more conclusive 
evidence before allowing a writer 
to foment unwarranted hostility 
towards gay people.

20/20 clearly sees 
discrimination against 
gay teachers 

On March 13, ABC’s 20/20 
aired an excellent feature on the 
hardships faced by some high 
school educators when they are 
discovered to be lesbian or gay. 

Correspondent Deborah 
Roberts interviewed Randy Block, 


the widow of Byron City, and 
Michigan music teacher Gerry 
Crane about Crane’s struggle after 
being outed. She also interviewed 
Richard Gregory, the leader of an 
anti-gay church, who spearhead¬ 
ed the attempt to push Crane out. 
He says, “If I were to ask you 
today, is it appropriate for a pe¬ 
dophile to teach in public school, 
you and others would say, ‘Of 
course we can’t abide that.’ Fifteen 
years ago, the same would have 
been true for homosexuals.” 
Roberts follows up, “But there is 
no proof that a gay man is a pe¬ 
dophile.” He then backpedals: “Oh 
no, I’m not trying to make that 
linkage.” 

She says, “We’re talking about 
a gay teacher, we’re not talking 
about someone who tries to prey 
on children.” He replies, “We’re 
talking about a sexual deviance.” 

Then Roberts interviewed Gay, 
Lesbian and Straight Education 
Network Executive Director 
Kevin Jennings, who states, “Gay 
teachers are the canvas on which 
a community projects every nasty 
stereotype, myth and lie they’ve 
ever heard about gay and lesbian 
people.” 

Roberts talks to Utah teacher 
Wendy Weaver and briefly dis¬ 
cusses the attacks on Weaver by 
the local school board and par¬ 
ents. 

Finally, Roberts says Crane 
died at age 33 of a heart attack five 
months after resigning. “Indul¬ 
gence in sinful lifestyles brings 
heartache,” anti-gay Gregory says. 
But students say Crane taught re¬ 
spect, love, and self-worth. “They 
had one of the best teachers to 
teach music and they basically 
threw it all away,” adds one stu¬ 
dent. Ending the story is a tearful 
Block, who in a choked voice says, 
“It took all of the joy out of his 
life. Teaching was what he consid¬ 
ered his calling in life, his vocation 
by God. And a very small group of 
vocal people took that away from 
him.” In closing, Barbara Walters 
asks, “When will we begin to look¬ 
ing at people as individuals?” 

The program touches upon 
the hardships faced by some 
teachers when they come out — 
or are discovered — as gay or les¬ 
bian. Roberts also asks tough 
questions of the radical religious 
leader who attempts to pull the 
wool of the old pedophile propa¬ 
ganda over the eyes of America, 
and allows him to reveal his own 
bigotry, intolerance, and callous¬ 
ness for all the world to see. 

Please commend 20/20 for an 
outstanding news story and en¬ 
courage them to do a follow up 
program about openly lesbian 
and gay teachers who are sup¬ 
ported by and enrich their com¬ 
munities through their openness.

A Whitman sampler 

About America's first great gay poet

This week in gay history: Poet 
Walt Whitman died in Camden, 
New Jersey, March 26, 1892. 

' alt Whitman, the preem¬ 
inent nineteenth-century 
American poet, is some¬ 
times called the “good gray poet,” 
because as an older man he sport¬ 
ed a flowing white beard and hair. 
But we might also dub him the 
“good gay poet,” since his homo¬ 
erotic poems were early celebra¬ 
tions of love between men and 
his intimate relationships were 
all with men and boys. 

Whitman was born in 
1819 near Huntington, 

New York, a town on 
Long Island. His family 
moved a lot during Whit¬ 
man’s childhood, as his fa 
ther, who was beset by 
financial problems, 
tried his hand at 
everything from 
farming to construc¬ 
tion. Whitman left school at age 
11 to help support his family by 
apprenticing to a newspaper 
printer. 

When he was 17, the mostly 
self-taught Whitman began a 
brief career as a teacher, taking 
several short-term positions in 
towns around Huntington. 
Though most sources are vague 
about why he left teaching four 
years later, one recent biograph¬ 
er, David Reynolds, found evi¬ 
dence that Whitman may have 
made advances toward his male 
students and been driven out of 
the profession. 

Whitman discovered a second, 
more lasting career, in journal¬ 
ism, and in 1838 founded a week¬ 
ly newspaper, The Long Islander , 
which is still is circulation 160 
years later and boasts “Founded 
by Walt Whitman” on its mast¬ 
head. For the next few decades, 
Whitman held editorial positions 
at seven different newspapers, 
mostly in New York City but also 
in New Orleans, and he always 
wrote as an outspoken advocate 
of social, economic, and political 
reform. 

But it was his poetry that se¬ 
cured him a place in American 
history. His first collection, Leaves 
of Grass, was published in 1855 as 
a slim volume of 90 pages, which 
he himself set into type at a 
Brooklyn print shop. Always a 
perfectionist, Whitman revised 



and republished the book eight 
times during his life. The 1860 
edition is the most significant for 
gay readers, because it contains 
the original “Calamus” cycle of 
poems, which extol male cama¬ 
raderie or “adhesiveness,” as 
Whitman called it. “I believe,” he 
wrote in one of these poems, “the 
main purport of America is to 
found a new ideal of manly 
love....” 

While many of the Calamus 
poems use vague words like 
“brotherly,” “the man I love,” and 
“comrade,” it’s hard to mistake 
the meaning behind some of the 
more erotic ones. In “Loafe with 
Me Upon the Grass,” Whit¬ 
man reminisced about "... 
how we once lay, such a 
transparent summer morn- 
ing;/How you settled 
your head athwart my 
hips, and gently turned 
over upon me...” The 
poems are filled with 
same-sex longing, as 
in “Once I Passed 
Through a Populous 
City,” written about his sojourn 
in New Orleans: “I remember 
only the man who wandered with 
me, there for love of me,/Day by 
day and night by night, we were 
together....” 

At the time that Whitman 
wrote these poems, homosexual¬ 
ity as an identity and a sexual ori¬ 
entation did not quite exist. It 
wasn’t until the late 1800s that 
doctors and psychiatrists became 
interested in same-sex desire and 
began to theorize about it as an 
“inversion” of proper man- 
woman desire. What once passed 
in Whitman’s poems as nonsexu- 
al, brotherly devotion thus be¬ 
came a sexual “abnormality” sev¬ 
eral decades after they were writ¬ 
ten. In subsequent editions of 
Leaves of Grass , Whitman repeat¬ 
edly changed pronouns from 
“he” to “she.” The “man who 
wandered with me” in his New 
Orleans poem became in a re¬ 
vised version “a woman I casual¬ 
ly met there who detain’d me for 
love of me.” Whitman invented a 
heterosexual history for himself, 
complete with six illegitimate 
children, though there is ab¬ 
solutely no evidence to support 
his claims. 

In fact, the evidence all points 
to Whitman’s intimacy with men 
and boys. Peter Doyle, a former 
Confederate soldier whom Whit¬ 
man met while living and work¬ 
ing in Washington, DC during

and after the Civil War, is perhaps 
the best known of his “camara- 
dos,” as he referred to his com¬ 
panions. “Our affection is quite 
an affair, quite romantic,” Whit¬ 
man wrote home. Forty years 
later, Doyle remembered their 
chance meeting on a streetcar as 
love at first sight: “We were famil¬ 
iar at once — I put my hand on 
his knee — we understood.” 

In his final years, incapacitated 
by a stroke, Whitman relied on 
first a teenage, live-in “special 
friend,” Bill Duckett, and then a 
personal secretary, Horace 
Traubel. He held court at his row 
house in Camden, New Jersey, 
greeting such well-known admir¬ 
ers as Oscar Wilde and Edward 
Carpenter. Though Whitman 
continued until his death to be 
evasive about his sexuality, more 
openly gay poets like Carpenter, 
who were inspired by Whitman’s 
homoeroticism, had few doubts 
about the older man’s sexual 
leanings. “Walt Whitman,” Car¬ 
penter wrote, “was before all a 
lover of the Male. His thought 
turned toward men first and fore¬ 
most, and it is no good disguising 
that fact.” ▼

have to step forward, but he had 
valuable information, and he had 
someone to give the information 
to — the hate crime unit,” Ammi- 
ano said. 

Representatives from the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office left unan¬ 
swered a question about a woman 
who allegedly drove Mora from 
the scene outside the Loading 
Dock on Mission Street following 
the March 12 attack on Wilmes. 
Murlene Randle, who will be 
prosecuting the case with Halli- 
nan, told the audience that the 
still-unidentified woman is still 
being investigated and may still 
be charged in the case. Mora, 25, 
of South San Francisco, remains 
in the San Francisco jail on a 
felony charges of homicide moti¬ 
vated by anti-gay hatred and as¬ 
sault. 

“We have not made a decision 
to file or not to file charges,” Ran¬ 
dle said of the woman, adding 
that the statute of limitations is 
three years “but we won’t take 
anywhere near that long to make 
the decision.” 

Whistles here, there, 
and everywhere 

Lester Olmstead-Rose, execu¬ 
tive director of Community Unit¬ 
ed Against Violence (CUAV), was 
on hand, along with plenty of 
whistles. Last week the Bay Area 
Reporter reported that CUAV ad¬ 
mitted it does “way too little” in 
the way of providing whistles, and 
that no distribution program ex¬ 
isted currently. He reiterated 
those statements at the forum, al¬ 
though he and others emphasized 
that whistles are just one tool that 
can be used in the event someone 
is assaulted. Sometimes, as with 
the attack on Wilmes, they are not 
effective; a friend of the victim 
said Wilmes had been carrying 
one, but had no time to get it out 
of his pocket before falling to the 


ground. 

Longtime gay activist Hank 
Wilson, who helped found CUAV 
and was in the original Butterfly 
Brigade that distributed over 
30,000 whistles before the group 
stopped counting in the late 
1970s, argued that whistles are 
more than practical help; they are 
also a symbol of community mo¬ 
bilization and cohesiveness. 

“Get help, give help, that’s 
community,” said Wilson. “Today, 
what do we have? We are starting 
again. We can do it business by 
business, block by block. Attacks 
can happen to anyone.” 

San Francisco Police Chief 
Fred Lau told the B.A.R. on Fri¬ 
day, March 20, that the depart¬ 
ment is firmly behind the resur¬ 
gence of the whistle campaign; of¬ 
ficers have been handing them 
out in the Castro over the past 
week and at Saturday’s forum, 
several agencies pledged to make 
them available. Lau also said he’s 
planning to make police officers 
aware of the effort so that they 
can respond if they hear the shrill 
whistle. 

“It’s really a great experience,” 
said Officer Lea Militello, the 
chief’s liaison to the lesbian and 


gay community, of the police 
handing out whistles. She was 
critical of media inquiries that the 
whisdes might lead to vigilantism. 
“This community is so responsi¬ 
ble and people use whistles re¬ 
sponsibly.” 

Paper trail 

People attending the forum 
were told one of the most impor¬ 
tant things they can do if they are 
the victims of verbal or physical 
attacks is to report incidents to 
the proper authorities. Police 
Captain Greg Suhr of the Mission 
Station, and Inspector Sandy Bar- 
gioni of the hate crimes unit both 
stressed the importance of estab¬ 
lishing a paper trail in criminal or 
civil crimes that are motivated by 
prejudice against gays. 

“At the Mission Station, we are 
always going to err on the side of 
caution and say it was prejudice- 
based,” Suhr said of those in¬ 
stances where it might not be 
clear an incident was one of anti¬ 
gay violence or harassment. 

Suhr also responded to several 
questions regarding anti-gay vio¬ 
lence aboard Muni buses. Under a 
new program, all police officers 
are required to spend part of their 


shifts riding a Muni vehicle for a 
minimum of five blocks. Police 
can also be summoned to meet a 
bus if the driver calls for assis¬ 
tance, which Suhr said any pas¬ 
senger can ask a driver to do. 

Bevan Dufty, director of the 
mayor’s office of neighborhood 
services, told the crowd that the 
1996 incident involving off-duty 
Muni driver Wardy Joubert, who 
was convicted of an anti-gay at¬ 
tack and subsequently fired from 
Muni, was “a real wake-up call” to 
the city. “Muni has really worked 
to change the situation and there 
has been a 33 percent reduction in 
violent crimes on Muni,” said 
Dufty, adding that there is still 
much work to be done in order to 
further reduce that figure. 

Ammiano told people to call 
their supervisors at City Hall 
every time there is an anti-gay in¬ 
cident. ▼

MAKES EATING A REALITY 


Bashed Muni rider 
thinks CUAV’s great 


...but learns how not to respond to violence

- | ot everyone thinks Com- 

il! munity United Against Vi¬ 
olence (CUAV) has been 
doing too little of late to combat 
hate crimes. In fact, the organiza¬ 
tion received high marks from 
one victim of a recent gay-bash¬ 
ing aboard the Muni railway. 

“CUAV was extremely func¬ 
tional,” said Scott Walton, execu¬ 
tive director of Digital Queers, 
who received CUAV’s help in the 
aftermath of a frightful attack he 
endured as he was returning 
home from work on March 4. 

The community-safety watch¬ 
dog group assisted Walton in re¬ 
porting his ordeal to the hate 
crimes units of both the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department and the 
District Attorney’s office. Staffers 
also counseled him on pursuing 
legal action, and gave him emo¬ 
tional support in the wake of his 
ordeal. 

On that Wednesday evening, 
while riding a packed Muni train 
between Van Ness and Castro sta¬ 
tions, Walton and others were 
shoved, taunted, and subjected to 
a barrage of verbal assaults from 
three young men who loudly de¬ 
rided passengers as “faggots” and 
“queers.” 

Walton, who was sandwiched 
between the men, said he became 
the focus of their goading. As he 
later told police, after he looked 
directly at one of the three twen¬ 
ty-something youths, the man 
said, “He’s looking at me; he must 
be a faggot.” 

As all three men repeated sim¬ 
ilar statements some half-dozen 
times, Walton desperately formu¬ 
lated a response, one he admits 
proved too charged, given the 
tense situation. 

“I was trying to achieve an in¬ 
tellectual argument. But that’s not 
what they heard,” said Walton. “If 
I could have done it with laugh¬ 
ing, I would have. I could have 
said something like, ‘That’s Mister 
Faggot to you.’” 

Ultimately, when he spoke his 
mind, his words didn’t help, but 
rather gave the men a false excuse 
to escalate from a verbal to a phys¬ 
ical assault. 

Walton, who is white, told the 
men, all black, that calling him a 
faggot “would be like me calling 
you a nigger. I don’t appreciate it.” 

“Use of the ‘N’ word, which is 
not one I use in my life, did not 
help,” admitted Walton. “I didn’t 
have time to prepare. I had a sec¬ 
ond to work it out, and that’s 
what I used.” 

For Walton, the point was to 
react, to not simply remain silent 
and take the abuse. 

“I think it’s important to re¬ 
spond,” he explained. “Total si¬ 
lence is not satisfactory to me. Si¬ 
lence lets them feel it’s okay. If 
they had just made a comment 
under their breaths, yes. But they 
said these things loudly numerous 
times. I want to stand up to it, but 
the trick is to do it in way that’s 
non-combative and doesn’t esca¬ 
late things.” 

Eventually, once the train halt¬ 
ed at Castro station, the tussle 
continued for many minutes, at 
times spilling out onto the pas¬ 
senger loading platform. When 
the three men realized the train

was not pulling out of the station 
(the driver only reluctantly called 
police, according to Walton), they 
tried to run away, but two of them 
were apprehended by police. 

According to police incident 
reports, the men Fiercely resisted 


arrest. When Special Patrol Offi¬ 
cer jane Warner grabbed the one 
of them, “he jerked out of my 
grasp, and told me ‘Don’t touch 
me, you fucking lesbian,’ or words 
to that effect.” The man threw a 
punch at her but missed, then 
shoved her and ran upstairs, fol¬ 
lowed by his buddies. She and 
SFPD Officer J. Wronski then 
chased the men as far as 18th and 
Castro, where they and other offi¬ 
cers managed to apprehend two 
of the suspects. 

After it was all over, Walton 
went to CUAV to see what he 
could do to make sure his attack¬ 
ers were punished for their ac¬ 
tions. That’s when CUAV told him 
how to press his case with the city, 
and gave him much needed moral 
support. 

“CUAV was great,” said Wal¬ 
ton. ▼

B.A.R.y “When they’re all going, 
they can clean 1.5 million square 
feet and sanitize with a 
biodegradable chemical.” 

Other efforts will begin soon, 
he said, after the board approves a 
proposal to raise the fine for “No 
Parking-Street Cleaning” zones. 
The proposed increase from $25 
to $30 will cover the cost of the 
programs; based on the number 
of citations issued in 1996-97, it is 
expected to generate $3.6 million. 

The department is also fo¬ 
cused on continuing prior suc¬ 
cesses like last fall’s Great Sweep; 
the second annual event, where 
everybody is encouraged to pitch 
in and help clean up their neigh¬ 
borhoods, is scheduled to take 
place Saturday, May 9. 

Another project, while not re¬ 
lated to cleanliness of the streets 
and sidewalks, nevertheless 
should be of great help to resi¬ 
dents. The first of computerized, 
interactive neighborhood kiosks 


will be installed in the Castro in 
May, said DPW spokesman Alex 
Mamak. “It will have a touch 
screen and access to city services,” 
he told the B.A.R., adding the 
kiosks are being installed at no 
cost to the city. Types of informa¬ 
tion that will be available include 
HIV/AIDS counseling services 
and contact information for 
-women’s shelters. People will also 
be able to pay parking tickets, and 
receive printouts of the informa¬ 
tion they’ve requested. The Castro 
kiosk will be located underground 
in the Muni station. 

44,000 tons of trash 

Primeau was tapped by Mayor 
Willie Brown to head up the DPW 
in 1996. Since then, Primeau and 
his staff have expanded cleaning 
efforts significantly, spurred on by 
Brown’s drive along Market Street 
one weekend last year when he 
saw trash containers overflowing 
and immediately ordered stepped- 
up service.

Multiple substance abuse is common and 
marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or 
schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics or other 
psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects.

Drug Interactions: In studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-admin- 
istered with a variety of medications (e.g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) 
without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no drug/drug interactions were discov¬ 
ered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinoids may interact with other medications through both metabolic 
and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, might 
displace other protein-bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practitioners 
should monitor patients for a change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving 
other highly protein-bound drugs. Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are sum¬ 
marized in the following table. 


A cannabinoid dose-related "high" (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been reported by 
patients receiving Marinol in both the antiemetic (24%) and the lower dose appetite stimulant clinical trials (8%) 
(see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clinical trials involved 
the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a minor CNS adverse 
event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter.

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
Schedule II (Cll) under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have 
been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon and has only been seen after 
prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, and per¬ 
ception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of addic¬ 
tion rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, social or neurological status 
have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion or 
systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial num¬ 
ber of patients with a past history of drug abuse. 

An abstinence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers receiving 
dosages of 210 mg/day for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, these volunteers 
manifested symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol 
discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include “hot flashes”, sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hic¬ 
coughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalographic changes co

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed with 
dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study (77 days) in 
rats, oral administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/nT, equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 times maximum rec¬ 
ommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m'/day in cancer patients or 2 to 10 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in 
AIDS patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal 
fluid volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of developing germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the 
testis were also observed. However, sperm count, mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The 
significance of these animal findings in humans is not known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in mice at 15 to 
450 mg/m-’, equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/nf/day in cancer 
patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients, and in rats at 74 to 295 mg/m'(equivalent to 
0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m' in cancer patients or 5 to 20 times MRHD of 15 mg/m'/day in AIDS patients). 
These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice and rats, 
dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early 
resorptions. Such effects were dose dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less maternal 
toxicity. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be used only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of HIV virus 
in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS- 
related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice daily and 67 receiving 
placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the first 
28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy included 317 patients receiving dron¬ 
abinol and 68 receiving placebo.

Apprehensive patients may experience panic reactions and seizures may occur in patients 
with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70 kg). Significant CNS symptoms 
in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. In 
unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) 
via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated charcoal. Patients 
experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a quiet area and offered reas¬ 
surance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used for treatment of extreme agitation. Hypotension 
usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Initially, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (bid.), before 
lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage of Marinol, the dosage can be reduced to 
2.5 mg/day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedtime. If clinically indicated and in the absence of 
significant adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually increased to a maximum of 20 mg/day Marinol, adminis¬ 
tered in divided oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalating the dosage of Marinol because of the increased 
frequency of dose-related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/m', given 1 to 3 hours prior to the administration 
of chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chemotherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. Should the 
5 mg/m' dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be escalated by 
2.5 mg/nT increments to a maximum of 15 mg/m' per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose escalation, however, 
as the incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significantly at maximum dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 
SAFETY AND HANDLING 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 8' and 
15"C (46" and 597). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the capsules has 
been identified. 

Access to abusable drugs such as Marinol presents an occupational hazard for addiction in the health care indus¬ 
try. Routine procedures for handling controlled substances developed to protect the public may not be adequate 
to protect health care workers. Implementation of more effective accounting procedures and measures to appro¬ 
priately restrict access to drugs of this class may minimize the risk of self-administration by health care providers.

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from 24,000 tons to 44,000 tons 
annually. The number of city em¬ 
ployees cleaning streets and the 
budget have not kept up with the 
demand over the past decade, and 
current laws do not act as a strong 
deterrent against illegal littering 
and trash dumping. 

Bevan Dufty, director of the 
mayor’s office of neighborhood 
services, praised the initiatives 
Primeau has planned and the work 
he’s accomplished. “Mark is one of 
the stars of the Brown administra¬ 
tion. He’s gone to almost a dozen 
different areas of the city and has 
taken a department once viewed as 
discriminatory and turned it 
around,” Dufty told the B.A.R. 
“The mayor looks to him so often 
to come up with major projects.” 

One of those projects is simple 
in concept: the adopt-a-block 
program. The first phase of the 
program will include hiring a full¬ 
time labor force of about 100 peo¬ 
ple, formerly on welfare or home¬ 
less, to perform sidewalk cleaning 
and related services in designated 
areas. The jobs will pay between 
$7.25 and $8 per hour — plus 
medical benefits for those not eli¬ 
gible for Medi-Cal. The DPW is 
working with the Department of 
Human Services to recruit appli¬ 
cants and then, through contracts 
with one or more nonprofit orga¬ 
nizations, will support the train¬ 
ing and supervision of the adopt- 
a-block workers. 

“One intention of this pro¬ 
gram is to help participants devel¬ 
op the needed skills to become an 
environmental service worker,” 
stated Primeau. “The beneficial 
results of the program will be ev¬ 
ident during the first year: 
demonstrated sidewalk cleanli¬ 
ness and maintenance and a suc¬ 
cessful transition to private sector 
employment for those working 
within sites ‘adopted’ by the pri¬ 
vate sector.” 

Primeau said there’s already a 
waiting list of businesses, and that 
he hopes to start the program 
very soon. ▼

f i| espite previous assertions 
: from the San Francisco- 
” s based Tides Foundation, 
last year’s “independent process” 
to select beneficiaries of the 1997 
AIDS Walk San Francisco was 
overruled by top management at 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion (SFAF). Only half of the ap¬ 
proximately $900,000 slated for 
community groups was recom¬ 
mended through the “communi¬ 
ty review” process. The rest was 
secretly determined by two SFAF 
executives. 

Last June, the Tides Founda¬ 
tion told the B.A.R. that “a com¬ 
munity review panel selected the 
[benefiting] agencies.” The revela¬ 
tion that the statement was un¬ 
true has prompted activists to 
take new action to bring account¬ 
ability to both nonprofit entities 
surrounding the annual charity 
event. 

Members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, which was denied AIDS 
Walk money from the 1997 
event, are furious with the latest 
revelations. Activist Michael 
Lauro was critical of the news. 
“For the first time that I am 
aware, and in an apparent about- 
face of what we were told last 
year by three Tides officials, of 
the $900,000 or so in the ‘com¬ 
munity share’ portion of the 
yearly AIDS Walk, only half of 
this is decided and allocated 
through this community review 
process,” Lauro stated. “The 
other half is allocated solely by 
Pat Christen and Jane Breyer 
[SFAF’s development director], 
according to SFAF’s Clay Jones.” 

On Wednesday, March 25, 
SFAF Communications Director 
Derek Gordon confirmed to the 
B.A.R. that the foundation sets 
aside about half of the communi¬ 
ty funds for two priority areas, 
needle exchange, and providing 


funds to Shanti and the AIDS 
Health Project (AHP), which 
comprise the HIV Services Part¬ 
nership with SFAF. “The founda¬ 
tion has made funding needle ex¬ 
change through the AIDS Walk a 
priority,” Gordon said. 

$57,500 to DC 

Lauro is also exasperated with 
the list of “community” groups 
that got AIDS Walk money in 
1997. According to a breakdown, 
two Washington DC-based 
groups received funding: a 
$22,500 grant went to the Nation¬ 
al Association of People with 
AIDS (NAPWA) and $25,000 
went to the Cities Advocating 
Emergency AIDS Relief (CAEAR 
Coalition). The NAPWA money 
was for “general operating ex¬ 
penses associated with NAPWA’s 
public policy initiatives related to 
harm reduction, HIV testing is¬ 
sues, and healthcare.” The CAEAR 
Coalition received the money for 
“general support.” 

Lauro and AIDS activist 
Michael Petrelis have taken their 
concerns to a local daily newspa¬ 
per that last year provided pro¬ 
motional advertising space for the 
AIDS Walk. 

“We met with the promotions 
department of the San Francisco 
Chronicle and asked what ac- 
. countability they have in place to 
see that the money goes to the 
community,” Petrelis told the 
B.A.R. on Monday, March 23. He 
emphasized that he and Lauro did 
not try to dissuade the newspaper 
from promoting this year’s event. 
According to Petrelis, the promo¬ 
tions representative they met with 
expressed concern over the bud¬ 
get for staging the event, which in 
1997 included a hefty production 
fee of $95,000 paid to Miller-Ze- 
ichik and Associates. 

Kelli Double, with the Chroni¬ 
cle promotions department, con¬ 
firmed the newspaper is “evaluat¬ 
ing” this year’s AIDS Walk in

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terms of promotional efforts. “We 
have not made a decision yet,” she 
told the B.A.R. 

Last year, the event in Golden 
Gate Park drew a record 25,000 
people and raised an estimated 
$3.5 million. SFAF kept $1.6 mil¬ 
lion and somewhere between 
$900,000 and $1 million was dis¬ 
tributed to 36 organizations. Ad¬ 
ministrative overhead costs were 
$875,000. SFAF officials said the 
AIDS Walk was cost-efficient, 
with 76 cents of every dollar 
raised going to HIV/AIDS ser¬ 
vices. 

Just before Lauro and Petrelis 
met with the newspaper promo¬ 
tions department, Lauro had 


arranged to meet with Christen to 
discuss the issues ACT UP/Gold¬ 
en Gate has with the AIDS Walk. 
At the last minute, however, the 
membership of ACT UP decided 
to cancel the meeting. “We’re tired 
of meeting with her informally 
and the membership didn’t think 
it would be productive,” Lauro 
told the B.A.R. “They [SFAF and 
Tides] lied when they said Tides 
did the grant-making [recom¬ 
mendations].” He added that ACT 
UP/Golden Gate did not submit 
an application this year. 

Gordon said that beneficiaries 
for the 1998 AIDS Walk are ex¬ 
pected to be announced in a few 
weeks. ▼

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Carole Migden: Legislative package

HI ssemblywoman Migden has 
proven she is anything but a 
Wm. “single-issue” lesbian legisla¬ 
tor. This is a list of the bills she has 
sponsored in the last year: 

AB20 — Would exempt speci¬ 
fied income from the Medi-Cal 
“share of cost” requirement to 
allow formerly disabled individu¬ 
als whose health has improved 
(e.g., due to use of protease in¬ 
hibitors for HIV patients) to go 
back to work, but retain Medi-Cal 
coverage. Location: Senate Health 
and Human Services — Hearing 
not set (HNS); 

AB65 — Appropriates $130 
million for purchase of the Head¬ 
waters Forest. Location: Senate Nat¬ 
ural Resources — Hearing current; 

AB204 — Would add 

acupuncturist representation to the 
Industrial Medical Council (IMC), 
which oversees administration of 
Workers’ Compensation benefits, 
and makes other changes to ensure 
access to acupuncturist services for 
injured workers.

AB208 — Earmarks fee rev¬

AB418 — Creates the Califor¬ 
nia Collaborative for Improving 
Academic Preparation, a program 
to provide grants to school districts 
to'develop new or utilizeexisting 
preparation programs for students 
in high schools with low college ap¬ 
plications and eligibility rates-This 
bill would provide services such as 
information on financial planning 
and tutoring for high school stu¬ 
dents. The program would obtain 
services from existing or develop 
new collaborations among local 
education agencies, business and 
industry, community organiza¬ 
tions, and postsecondary educa¬ 
tion. (Vetoed by Governor Wilson); 

AB494 — Redirects fine and 
penalty revenue collected for vio¬ 
lations of labor laws on public 
works projects from the Construc¬ 
tion Industry Enforcement Fund 
to the General Fund for the pur¬ 
pose of increasing support for en¬ 
forcement activities (sponsored by 
the State Building Trades and Con¬ 
struction Council). (Vetoed by 
Governor Wilson); 

AB501 — Guaranteed restora¬ 
tion of Medi-Cal benefits to chil¬ 
dren with specific disabilities such 
as autism, schizophrenia, and other 
conditions whose eligibility was 
limited by 1996 federal welfare re¬ 
form bill. Required implementa¬ 
tion, with all deliberate speed, and 
made provisions of the 1997 feder¬ 


al welfare restoration bill applica¬ 
ble to these disabled children to 
eliminate any gaps in coverage. 
(Vetoed by Governor Wilson); 

AB511 — Requires that rev¬ 
enues from the bank in-lieu tax be 
deposited into the Financial Aid to 
Local Agencies Fund hereby estab¬ 
lished for disbursement to all 
cities, counties, and cities and 
counties based on a specified for¬ 
mula.

AB752 — Prohibits outdoor 
tobacco-related billboard advertis¬ 
ing located within 1,000 feet of any 
school or public playground, and 
precludes more restrictive locally 
imposed billboard advertising stan¬ 
dards from being preempted by this 
state provision.

AB760 — Would require all 
HMOs and health insurers to es¬ 
tablish an independent review 
process for all Autologous Bone 
Marrow Transplants and other 
commonly recognized breast can¬ 
cer treatments.

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sor broadened her scope as that 
city struggled with the fiscal, so¬ 
cial, legal, and health issues en¬ 
gendered by explosive growth and 
the AIDS pandemic. 

A legislative aide said, “Most 
members zero in on one issue 
area. Carole is compelled to work 
in the health area because that’s 
her background, but she’s also 
leading the charge on gay and les¬ 
bian issues; she is keenly interest¬ 
ed in education; the justice system 
and the jury system are also on 
her agenda. She’s the only legisla¬ 
tor I know of who can do this — 
most members couldn’t keep up 
but she’s driven and she’s curious 
and she gets things moving.” 

Another insider said, “She def¬ 
initely has a talent for this. It’s 
practically unheard of for a fresh¬ 
man legislator to move up to chair 
of the Appropriations Committee 
and then get rave reviews for her 
work.” Most observers agree that 
Migden has assembled the best 
staff in the Capitol. “Her people 
are the most skilled I’ve seen,” says 
a lobbyist. “She has the most tal¬ 
ented committee staff in the en¬ 


tire building, she has strong per¬ 
sonnel who work as a legislative 
unit to move bills. Everything is 
being handed in on time, and 
there’s no micromanaging.” 

Rough rider 

As hard as she works, she is 
also involved in her reelection 
campaign, but reserves Sundays 
for “my girl.” Her spouse is Cris 
Arguedas, who Migden describes 
as “a very busy criminal defense 
attorney.” The two have been en¬ 
joying their “harmony and bal¬ 
ance” for 13 years. “We take walks, 
I read my paperbacks, work out, 
we have dinner with friends, go to 
the movies,” Migden said. “I relax 
when I hang with my girl. Truth¬ 
fully, politics is my thing; Cris is 
Bolivian, politics is not her inter¬ 
est — the law is. Of course some¬ 
times we attend each other’s 
events but I don’t require her to 
be present and she doesn’t require 
that of me. We’re both busy peo¬ 
ple, we take care of our obliga¬ 
tions and meet up later.” 

When the B.A.R. asked about 
plans for when she terms out in 
2002, Migden said, “I just want to 
grow legislatively, work hard, and 
get things accomplished. I think 
it’s shameful that some people are

Howev¬ 
er, having served in local and na¬

WARNING: ZIDOVUDINE, ONE OF THE TWO ACTIVE INGREDIENTS IN COMBIVIR, HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED WITH HEMATOLOGIC TOXICITY INCLUDING NEU¬ 
TROPENIA AND SEVERE ANEMIA, PARTICULARLY IN PATIENTS WITH ADVANCED HIV DISEASE (SEE WARNINGS). PROLONGED USE OF ZIDOVUDINE HAS 
ASSOCIATED WITH SYMPTOMATIC MYOPATHY. 

LACTIC ACIDOSIS AND SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY WITH STEATOSIS, INCLUDING FATAL CASES, HAVE BEEN REPORTED WITH THE USE OF ANTIRETROVIRAL 
NUCLEOSIDE ANALOGUES ALONE OB IN COMBINATION, INCLUDING ZIDOVUDINE AND LAMIVUOINE (SEE WARNINGS). 


INDICATIONS AND USAGE: COMBIVIR is indicated for the treatment of HIV infection. 

Description of Clinical Studies: COMBIVIR: There have been no clinical trials conducted with COMBIVIR. See CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY for information about bioequiv¬ 
alence. One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen to EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine:Tbe NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 
mg li.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled study comparing continued current therapy (zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with 
didanosine or zalcitabine (38% of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, randomized 1:2:1. A 
total of 1,816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 1 at baseline were enrolled: median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside- 
experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median duration on study was 12 months. ResultS'are summarized in Table 3.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant hypersensitivity to any of the components of the 
product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be administered concomitantly with either lamivudine 
or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 
Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise evidenced by granulocyte count <1,000 cells/mm 1 or 
hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with COMBIVIR. For HIV-infected individuals and patients with 
asymptomatic orearly HIV disease, periodic blood counts are recommended. 

Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have been reported with the use of 
antiretroviral nucleoside analogues alone or in combinabon, including Zidovudine and lamivudine. A majority of these cases have been in women. Caution should be exee 
cised when administering COMBIVIR to any patient, and particularly to those with known risk factors for liver disease. Treatment with COMBIVIR 
should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or hepatotoxicity. 

Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been associated with prolonged use of zidovudine and there¬ 
fore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR 

PRECAUTIONS: 

General: Reduction of doses of lamivudine is recommended for patients with low body weight (less than 50 kg or 110 lb); therefore patients with low body weight should 


Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with HIV infection'who have chronic liver disease due 
to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of recurrent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in 
patients with decompensated liver disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for patients with impaired renal function. Patients with 
creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR™ Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets). 

Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses associated with HIV infection, including opportunistic 
infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. Patients should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme importance of having 
their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV disease. Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR 
as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovu¬ 
dine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic potential at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 
times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily 
doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 
90 because of treatment-related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five non-metastasizing squamous cell caicinomas, one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous 

C /p) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were 
nd at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), non-metastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors 
occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximately three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the esti¬ 
mated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gesta¬ 
tion day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in offspring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovu¬ 
dine exposures approximately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an increase in incidence of vaginal 
tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either gender. These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcino¬ 
genicity study in mice, as described earlier. A second study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1,000 mg/kg nonpregnant 
body weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There was an increase in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, 
and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving the higher dose level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell transformation assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone 
marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled DNA synthesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK* f mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cyto¬ 
genetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK*'' mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell transformation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay 
using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat micronucleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult 
dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and develop¬ 
ment to weaning of the offspring. 

Zidovudine: zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, had no effect on 
fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies with lamivudine and zidovudine have been per¬ 
formed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 

Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose 
(based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those 
produced by the usual adult dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose. Studies in 
pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta.

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenic¬ 
ity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal toxicity as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg 
per day and rabbits given 500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one-half of the daily dose) 
in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma concentrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the ecom- 
mended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an additional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3,000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3,683 
mg/kg) caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations 350 times 
peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen in this experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies 
were conducted (see Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR™ Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) and other 
antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling (800) 722-9292, ext. 39437 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal trans¬ 
mission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR: Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers section of full prescribing information): howev¬ 
er, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a potential for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breast-feed 
if they are receiving COMBIVIR. 

Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed-dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this 
patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 300 mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, 
the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were observed (see Tables 2 and 3).

Observed During Clinical Practice: The following events have been identified during post-approval use of EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. Because they are reported voluntarily 
from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These events have been chosen for inclusion due to their seriousness, frequency of reporting, 
causal connection to EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR, or a combination of these factors. 

Alopecia, erythema multiforme, hyperglycemia, lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), pancreatitis, seizures, sensitization reactions (including anaphy¬ 
laxis), Stevens-Johnson syndrome, urticaria, and vasculitis. 

OVERDOSAGE: 

COMBIVIR™ Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets): There is no known antidote for COMBIVIR. 

Lamivudine: One case of an adult ingesting 6 grams of lamivudine was reported; there were no clinical signs or symptoms noted and hematologic tests remained normal. 
It is not known whether lamivudine can be removed by peritoneal dialysis or hemodialysis. 

Zidovudine: Acute overdoses of zidovudine have been reported in pediatric patients and adults. These involved exposures up to 50 grams. The only consistent findings were 
nausea and vomiting. Other reported occurrences included headache, dizziness, drowsiness, lethargy, confusion, and one report of a grand mal seizure. Hematologic changes 
were transient. All patients recovered. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis appear to have a negligible effect on the removal of zidovudine while elimination of its primary 
metabolite, 3'-azido-3'-deoxy-5'-0-6-D-glucopyranuronosylthymidine (GZDV), is enhanced. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: The recommended oral dose of COMBIVIR for adults and adolescents (at least 12 years of age) is one tablet (containing 150 mg of lamivu¬ 
dine and 300 mg of zidovudine) twice daily. 

Dose Adjustment: Because it is a fixed-dose combination, COMBIVIR should not be prescribed for patients requiring dosage adjustment such as those with reduced renal 
function (creatinine clearance <50 mL/min), those with low body weight (<50 kg or 110 lb), or those experiencing dose-limiting adverse events.

Gary Goad read a prepared state¬ 
ment in support of the CCP’s de¬ 
cision, and then Jim Siegel spoke. 
Last year, Siegel lashed out against 
the CCP board, starting what es¬ 
calated into a nasty public attack 
that turned constructive at the 
end of 1997 when negotiations 
began between CCP directors; 
Friends of 1800 Market Street; 
David Bahlman, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Foundation for San 
Francisco’s Architectural Her¬ 
itage; and representatives of the 
mayor’s office. Those negotiations 
are continuing. 

While the CCP board was ex¬ 
pected to rescind its decision last 
week, Siegel’s comments were un¬ 
expected; he had been a vocal critic 
of the center and the board last year. 

“My world is pretty limited 
and in the last two to three 
months, I’ve realized the need for 
a gay community center and I’ve 
turned completely around,” said 
Siegel. He called on the board to 
make a final decision on the site as 
soon as possible and committed 
to making a “sizable donation,” to 
the project if the board keeps the 
site with the Fallon Building. “Im¬ 
mediately, I’d like to offer the use 
of my house for a fundraiser 
cocktail party,” he said. 

Siegel owns the landmarked 
Westerfeld House at Fulton and 
Scott streets; the Victorian is also 
erroneously known as the old 
Russian embassy. He also ex¬ 
pressed interest in being on a 
committee to clean up the Fallon 
Building and said he was sorry for 
remarks he made last year. “I 
apologize so much. I want to 
apologize to everyone for my ac¬ 


tions,” Siegel said. 

Bahlman said the foundation 
was also pleased with the CCP 
board’s change of heart and ready 
to use its expertise to help the 
project. 

Originally, the community 
center was to incorporate the Fal¬ 
lon Building into the design of the 
project. After an initial feasibility 
study, however, the CCP board 
scrapped that plan and unani¬ 
mously voted to get rid of the 
building. Preservationists quickly 
organized and brought the matter 
to the city’s Landmarks Preserva¬ 
tion Advisory Commission, 
which last November voted to ini¬ 
tiate the process to determine if 
the Fallon Building should be des¬ 
ignated a landmark. 

It was after that meeting that all 
sides got together at the request of 
Mayor Willie Brown to see if a 
compromise could be reached. As 
part of those talks, the Friends of 
1800 Market Street postponed dis¬ 
cussion of landmark status by the 
commission until next month. By 
its next meeting April 8, the CCP 
board is expected to make a final 
determination regarding the site. 

In early February, a second fea¬ 
sibility study was conducted with 
the center’s architects, Jane Cee 
and Peter Pfau, and Turnbull, who 
was brought aboard as a result of 
the negotiations. His findings re¬ 
vealed it would cost much less to 
keep the Fallon Building than was 


previously stated, although it still 
puts the $9.5 million project ap¬ 
proximately $500,000 over budget. 

Barbara French, who is a CCP 
board member and on the negoti¬ 
ating team, thanked everyone. 
“Thank you all for the incredible 
trust. Personally, it’s been very 
constructive.” 

CCP Board President Brenda 
Barnette reiterated the center’s 
mission to be inclusive and said 
program development will be a 
key to “making space for-all in the 
community.” 

John Wullbrandt, who was the 
last legal tenant of the Fallon 
Building and who has maintained 
his love of the building through 
artwork, reviewed some of the 
rich history the building holds for 
the gay community. 

In other matters, the board ac¬ 
cepted a $2,500 donation from 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence, and heard of plans to enter 
into negotiations for temporary 
office space while the center is 
being constructed. ▼

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Sacto’s community center in trouble

|| n recent years, Sacramento’s 
Lambda Community Center 
has been struggling for sur¬ 
vival. Now, beleaguered by rising 
debt, lawsuits by disgruntled em¬ 
ployees, and loss of grant funding, 
the Lambda Center has been 
forced to move from its (relative¬ 
ly) new, large quarters to a 
cramped space across the street. 
Formerly served by full time staff, 
the Lambda Center is now kept 
open only by volunteers. 

Originally founded by Sacra¬ 
mento’s Reverend Jerry Sloan and 
Tim Warford, the Lambda Cen¬ 
ter’s birth was midwived by 
money that Sloan received from 
his lawsuit against Jerry Falwell. “I 
always felt that Falwell would re¬ 
joice that his money was used to a 
good purpose,” Sloan said. The 
center was meant to be a place for 
the STOP AIDS Project, cultural 
activities, a library, youth services, 
a meeting place for other organi¬ 
zations, and an umbrella agency 
for new organizations just start¬ 
ing. 

In recent years, the focus of the 
Lambda Center shifted in an ef¬ 
fort to elicit the interest and help 
of middle- and upper-class gays 
and lesbians. One observer noted, 
“Sometimes there has to be a bal¬ 
ance between a policy making 
board and an activist, entrepre¬ 
neurial board. We tend to throw 
out the baby with the bathwater. 
Instead of learning from each 
other, we take over and toss out 
the old.” One volunteer was 


shocked that records, files, boxes 
of materials from past projects, 
and even fencing materials used at 
the annual Lambda Fair were 
tossed out without a thought dur¬ 
ing the recent move. “Nobody 
bothered to consult any of the old 
board on this or even to consider 


getting a storage space. I saw 
boxes of printed material for the 
Tree of Hope fundraiser just 
tossed — it was pathetic.” 

Who cares? 

Some people are mourning 
the passing of the center, but for 


Homo haven: the old Lambda Community Center circa 1990. 
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most it’s a shrug and a “who 
cares.” Any sense of the history 
or the power within the concept 
of that center are now lost. Long 
a host to activists who came to 
protest this or that at the Cali¬ 
fornia Capitol, resource to 
strangers in town, Mecca to the 
coming out, home to outcasts on 
the holidays, historic flagship of 
centers throughout the state, 
mother advisor to new centers 
just starting — Lambda now has 
three board members, none of 
whom can recognize or even talk 
to the one living founder of their 
organization or to former board 
members or presidents; two of 
whom refuse to take officer po¬ 
sitions; and a president who, in a 
public meeting, refused to ac¬ 


knowledge whether or not he is 
a gay man. 

“This is a part of our history 
we’re losing; our power in this 
town is severely crippled,” Sloan 
said. “The River City Democratic 
Club is gone, the Town Council is 
gone, ACT UP is gone, and now 
Lambda will probably go under 
because of $120,000 in debts and 
some operating capital. 

“Our infrastructure is collaps¬ 
ing but we’re going to march on 
Washington — give me a break! 
Where the hell are our priori¬ 
ties?” 

There are ongoing meetings 
with interested parties to see if the 
Lambda Center can be saved, but 
bankruptcy seems an inevitable 
conclusion. ▼

Cal Supreme Court ruling: 
Boy Scouts can bar fags

' HP he California Supreme 
Court ruled March 23 that 
§ the Boy Scouts of America 
may exclude gays, agnostics, and 
atheists because it is a private or¬ 
ganization and not a business. 

The state’s high court issued 
the ruling in cases argued in Janu¬ 
ary, involving a gay assistant 
scoutmaster in Berkeley and a set 
of agnostic twins in Anaheim. 

Monday’s decision is also ex¬ 
pected to affect the court’s ruling 
in a third case in Rocklin, Califor¬ 
nia, where teenager Katrina Yeaw 
contends the organization dis¬ 
criminated against her when it de¬ 


nied her admission based on gen¬ 
der. 

The court found the Boy 
Scouts are exempt from state civil 
rights laws that prohibit discrim¬ 
ination by businesses, leaving the 
5.6 million-member organiza¬ 
tion free to exclude homosexuals, 
agnostics, and atheists in Califor¬ 
nia. 

Timothy Curran challenged 
the Scouts after the organization 
refused to allow him to become an 
adult member. Curran was a 17- 
year-old Eagle scout in 1980 and 
assistant scoutmaster in Berkeley 
when he was featured in an Oak¬ 
land newspaper story about 
“growing up gay.” 

The Scouts said Curran was “a 


homosexual advocate,” but he said 
sexual orientation was never dis¬ 
cussed in the troop. 

The other case involved twins 
Michael and William Randall, 
who were first challenged as 9- 
year-old Cub scouts because they 
refused to make an oath to God. 
Court injunctions have allowed 
the boys, now 16 and on the verge 
of becoming Eagle Scouts, to re¬ 
main in the organization. 

Attorney General Dan Lun- 
gren, a current gubernatorial can¬ 
didate, expressed pleasure with 
the ruling and said of the Randall 
twins, “Reciting a duty to God is 
no more an option for a scout 
than reciting his duties to country, 
one’s fellow man, and oneself.” T 
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What’s up, doc? 
Paperwork.

| f e are seeing another crisis 
developing in the health 
ft If delivery system for peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS. Opportunis¬ 
tic infections and death rates are 
down because of the use of pro¬ 
tease inhibitors, but there are side 
effects to these drugs. The in¬ 
crease of liver toxicity, high levels 
of triglycerides, and fat redistrib¬ 
ution are causing longer and 
more complicated patient visits 
with their doctors as these prob¬ 
lems are worked through on an 
individual basis. 

“The amount of time and en¬ 
ergy you spent on those problems 
has increased,” said Dr. Virginia 
Cafaro. David Senechek, a 
well-known San Fran¬ 
cisco HIV doctor, 
also sees the newer 
AIDS drugs changing 
office visitations in his 
practice. “Some of my 
patients are on three dif¬ 
ferent antiviral drugs 
and acyclovir and 
other prophylaxis 
drugs,” he said. “With 
each new treatment 
change I prepare a written treat¬ 
ment plan for my patients.” 

No matter how time-consum¬ 
ing that work is, Senechek said 
most insurers will only reimburse 
him for 15-minute visits, when in 
reality office visits take at least 20 
to 30 minutes. On top of that, he 
said, “The last three or four years 
I’ve seen an insurance rate drop 
of 70 percent. I’ve never seen an 
increase in that time.” 

Cafaro agrees. “Reimburse¬ 
ment [by insurance companies] 
has decreased,” she said, at a time 
when her workload is getting 
more difficult. “Over the last two 
or three years the amount of peo¬ 
ple going into HMOs [as pa¬ 
tients] has increased,” she pointed 
out, “and at the same time the 
amount of paperwork, phone 
calls, pre-authorizations, refusal 
of medications, as they each come 
up with their own drug formula¬ 
ries, has increased.” Also, she 
added, HMOs “have middle-man 
groups like Brown & Toland who 
manage a lot of HMOs in the city 
and they may have different poli¬ 
cies from other HMOs, and you 
get caught up in that whole 
thing.” 

Although Cafaro’s staff esti¬ 
mates making a dozen to 25 
phone calls or faxes a day for au¬ 
thorizations, referrals, and drugs 
that are not on formularies, “for 
the extra amount of time you 
spend on phone calls and staffing, 
there is no reimbursement.” 



Senechek said he felt he was 
working in a “crisis budget” in his 
medical practice. 

Dr. Lawrence Goldyn is also 
feeling a financial crunch, which 
he also attributes to insurance 
companies. “You don’t get to ne¬ 
gotiate rates,” he pointed out. 
“You have to accept the rates that 
the HMOs and preferred 
provider organizations [PPO] 
give you.” He thinks Brown & 
Toland allows “as good as any 
care in the city.” A PPO provides 
expanded medical options over 
HMOs, in return for increased 
fees. 

Other sources of income 

In the last year two prominent 
HIV medical practices have fold¬ 
ed under the pressure of finances. 

The Ursus Medical Group in 
San Mateo County serving 
most of the mid-penin¬ 
sula closed down oper¬ 
ation and many of 
their patients felt 
stranded. The Conant 
Medical Group had an 
abrupt halt to patient 
services in August of 
1997, causing several 
weeks of disrupted 
medical care. 

“Doctors are desperate to 
make ends meet because of the 
reimbursement rates dropping,” 
Goldyn said. “I have a lot of med¬ 
ical school bills.” When asked 
about all the problems of being a 
doctor in the HIV community he 
replied, “That’s why I went to 
medical school, to be an HIV doc. 
I saw a need in my community.” 

There is no consensus on how 
to solve the problems now being 
encountered. One solution could 
be to create an HIV specialty. 
Specialists in cancer, cardiovascu¬ 
lar problems, diabetes, geriatrics, 
and respiratory illnesses are com¬ 
pensated at rates higher than pri¬ 
mary care doctors. Goldyn thinks 
that creating HIV as a specialty 
would create a hardship to the 
primary care doctors who see 
people with HIV/AIDS now, but 
Cafaro thinks that a system of 
grandfathering of the geriatric 
model into an AIDS model could 
be a solution. This geriatric sys¬ 
tem has primary care doctors 
who treat older patients becom¬ 
ing specialists because of recent 
care, rather than having to go 
back to medical school for fur¬ 
ther studies. 

Joe Robinson, a consultant for 
HIV medical practices, also pre¬ 
sents a possible solution in the 
prospect of a community-based 
nonprofit system in which HIV 
doctors come together with phar¬ 
macies, labs, and other services. 
This solution would take the par- 
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ticipation of both doctors and 
community. 

Some doctors currently at¬ 
tempting to make ends meet are 
accepting honoraria of about 
$1,500 for lectures here and in 
other cities, according to Robin¬ 
son. Other doctors are looking to 
the people who have the money 
— namely the drug companies — 
and are providing a new model of 
clinical trial, which financially 
benefits their practices. One ex¬ 
ample is the “Observational 
Database Study” sponsored by 
Glaxo Wellcome Inc., being con¬ 
ducted at Potrero Hill Medical 
Group, in which the participants’ 
medical information will be 
shared with the sponsor (as well 
as economic and quality of life 
information, according to the Pa¬ 
tient Informed Consent). Cafaro 
came to the ACT UP/Golden 
Gate general body meeting on 
March 17 to talk about a “MEMS 
Cap study,” and discuss her con¬ 
cerns about sharing information 
with the sponsor of the study. 

Whatever the solution is to the 
problem of adequate reimburse¬ 
ment, we need to start working 
on it now. AIDS seems to be al¬ 
ways in a crisis mode. Let’s solve 
the problem before the next time 
a patient goes for a doctor’s ap¬ 
pointment and finds the doors 
locked. T

Ice dream

|j ara Lipinski’s performance 
|| at the recent Nagano 
1 Olympics showed (again, as 
if the point needed reiteration) 
that skating is a sport ruled by 
barely pubescent teens, and that 
starting young is more than just a 
good thing. It’s a requirement. 
Sean Crowley started at 
ten. 

Born and raised in 
the San Francisco area, 
Crowley began skating at a 
rink at Marysville, and de¬ 
cided to practice for more 
than fun. “My mom skated as 
a child,” he said, “and 
with four kids, she 
tried with all of us 
and I was the last. I 
took to it like a baby 
to candy. My first time I 
was already doing a couple of 
jumps.” 

Crowley first studied with Bar¬ 
bara Wagner, a 1960s Olympic fig¬ 
ure skater who had spotted the 
young boy enjoying himself on 
ice. He then started training in 
Berkeley with the St. Moritz Ice 
Skating Club, which he says feels 
like his home. And finding a 
home is important in a sport that 
has recently been rocked by scan¬ 
dal (Tanya Harding and Nancy 
Kerrigan) and gay comings-out 
(Rudy Galindo, and Brian Boi- 
tano ... sort of). Being a skater 
sometimes correlates to the in¬ 
credible highs and lows of the 
sport itself. 

“The figure skating communi¬ 
ty is a very complex one,” he said 
with a great deal of understate¬ 
ment. Growing up, Crowley did¬ 
n’t know what gay life was, or 
much about other people’s lives. 
“I used to get up at four in the 
morning for seven years, to skate 
before and after school.” He 
would go home, do his home- 
wprk, and sleep. So, while devel¬ 
oping as a talented skater, life out¬ 
side the rink suffered a bit. 

“You’re so engrossed in your 
work,” he said. “I kind of knew 


what being gay was about, but it’s 
something that’s really not talked 
about. Although I knew other 
skaters were gay, it was something 
ypu never talked about in the 
rink. What they did outside was 
their own business. It was a very 
weird experience.” 

Crowley quit singles figure 
skating at 19, devoted himself to 
paired figure skating, and com¬ 
peted locally. He also switched 
coaches a few times, 
and also “went 
through a wild phase of 
going out and living.” 

As to being out in his cho¬ 
sen sport, he felt the need to 
keep his sexuality separate 
from his skating. 
“When you give so 
much to skating, it’s 
not worth risking it. 
It’s a bigger part of 
you than being gay.” But 
that has changed 

“Now I can say it’s the reverse,” 
he says. “Then, skating was my life 
and that was the most important 
thing. Being gay was secondary. It 
wasn’t a priority to me. Growing 
up in San Francisco, I felt like I 
was completely unaware of what 
was going on.” 

No longer 18 

Of his more famous compatri¬ 
ot, Rudy Galindo, Crowley is 
“thrilled for his success, he’s just 
such a wonderful person.” He 
mentioned Galindo’s performing 
at a benefit for Gay Games before 
he won the skating Nationals. “He 
was still fighting homophobia; 
and it was so gracious to do that 
for us. 

“When people make fun of 
you as a skater, you fight it... For 
the longest time, I fought being 
gay. I didn’t want to be the typical 
figure skater.” 

Having matured in the sport, 
and in life, Crowley will be easing 
himself toward Amsterdam. “I 
took New York way too seriously,” 
he said. “I trained very hard.” He 
also sustained an injury, which 
hampered his performance. This 
time around, that is not in the 
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cards. 

“I’m not 18 anymore. When 
you’re younger, you can fall all 
you want; but at 31 when I fall, it 
hurts! So, I don’t want to do the 
triples anymore. I’m going in with 
a totally different attitude. I want 
to skate well. 

“It took me a long time to get 
to that point.” He says. “Gay 
Games in New York was really an 
eye-opener. Going to New York 
and walking out onto the field 
with about 80,000 people in the 
audience was so overwhelming 
for me. I was so dumbfounded 
with so many other people out 
there. It was such a satisfying, 
gratifying feeling. I felt less judg¬ 
mental of myself, to not judge 
myself, but to celebrate myself.” 

As to Gay Games itself, Crow¬ 
ley is psyched. His programs for 
Gay Games V will celebrate his 
personality, and his newfound re¬ 
lationship between his sport and 
himself. 

“What’s so wonderful about 
going abroad is that we people as 
Americans are very lucky and we 
take advantage of the fact that 
we’re able to travel. A lot of people 
in Europe don’t have the luxuries 
that we have. I think it’s gonna 
give the whole European commu¬ 
nity a big boost.” 

Still, he acknowledges, “I’m 
hearing a lot of negative things 
about Amsterdam. It’s really diffi¬ 
cult. I understand that they want 
to put on their own show and do 
it they way they want to do it. 
What scares me is the organiza¬ 
tional side. I’ve registered but I 
don’t know what level I’m at.” So, 
he’s focusing on “the spirit of the 
thing. I’m just gonna train.” 
Crowley is secure enough with his 
talents not to have to worry about 
competition at Gay Games. But 
aside from that, he bristles at the 
mention of other athletes consid¬ 
ering not attending, due to what 
they see as problems with the or¬ 
ganization of Gay Games. 

“Saying you’re not gonna com¬ 
pete just because it’s not going 
your way, I don’t follow that. I’m 
not gonna let that stop me. I love 
the Games. It really provides an 
opportunity for older skaters.” 

When he’s not skating, Crow¬ 
ley is a partner at the popular 
Hayes 8c Vine Wine Bar on Hayes 
Street in San Francisco.“I’ve been 
blessed with two passions,” he 
says, “and thank God I have the 
time and capacity to enjoy both.” 

But not at the same time. “Oh 
no, definitely not.”

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the-blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease: 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 
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• Halcion® (triazolam) 
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• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below. 
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In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

' 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

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CUAV’s advice on dealing with bashers

I n the wake of several recent gay bashings, 
many in the gay, lesbian, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender communities wonder how best to 
protect themselves from queer bashers. Ac¬ 
cording to Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence, the first rule is to think ahead, to pre¬ 
pare for any eventuality. 

Don’t wait till you’re in a crowded Muni 
car or on a nearly deserted street to come up 
with response, recommends CUAV’s Jen¬ 
nifer Rakowski. Rather, she suggests people 
should think about what their natural re¬ 
sponse would be in any given situation, and 
analyze ways to minimize the potential for 
conflict. 

Some people feel uncomfortable sticking 
up for themselves, Rakowski observes. If 
you’re among these, avoidance techniques 
maybe your best bet. On Muni buses, for in¬ 
stance* you might choose to sit near the dri¬ 
ver, or at least near passengers who appear 
neighborly. You could also ask yourself, “Is 
this bus route queer friendly?” If not, you 
might consider an alternative route or mode 
of transportation to your destination. If you 
find yourself on a bus or train that seems 
hostile, you may want to hop off and catch 
the next vehicle. 

Those who are more self-confident, and 
who are disinclined to avoid or ignore of¬ 
fensive people, should think in advance of 
what to say if they feel they must confront 
anti-gay slurs, Rakowski said. 

“I would urge people to avoid using of¬ 
fensive language in their response,” she elab¬ 
orated. “Avoid adding new hate words.” 

However, she added, you can turn the of¬ 
fenders’ words back on them in order to let it 
be known you don’t like what they’re saying. 
If someone calls you “faggot” or “dyke” in a 
hostile way, for instance, you can mirror 
those words by saying, simply, “I don’t want 
you to call me a faggot.” That way you force 
the offenders to consider their words, while 
getting those around you to side with you. 

Asked if she thought a whistle could help 
in a crowded Muni car, Rakowski replied not 
necessarily, that it could add to the confu¬ 
sion. However, she added, outside of the 
train or bus, in the open air, the whistle 
could be helpful in alerting others to a threat. 


In general, CUAV advises people to fol¬ 
low these 12 safety tips: 

• Be aware of who is in front of you and 
who is behind you. 

• Don’t walk alone, especially if you are 
upset or intoxicated. 

• Choose busy, well-lit streets. 

• Walk near the curb, avoiding doorways, 
alleys, construction sites, and parks after 
dark. 

• If you feel threatened, cross the street, 
change direction, or run to a safe place. 

• Always have money for a bus, cab, or 
phone call. 

• Don't wear headphones. 

• Have your keys in hand when you reach 
your home or car. 

• Conceal your money and jewelry. 

• Carry a whistle or "screamer," or shout to 
attract attention. 

• If you decide to take someone home, intro¬ 
duce them to a friend or acquaintance so 
someone sees the person with whom you 
leave.. : 

• Harassment is often the prelude to an as¬ 
sault. If you decide to answer back, do so 
from a safe distance and be prepared to 
run or fight. 

Should you experience an assault, said 
Rakowski, it’s important to contact CUAV as 
soon as possible, both for emotional support 
and to ensure necessary action is taken to 
bring your assailants to justice. With CUAV's 
support, you can gain the political leverage 
you need to press your case. 

In addition to following CUAV’s advice, 
consider taking the following steps outlined 
by the Hate Crimes Unit of San Francisco 
District Attorney Terence Hailtnan’s office. 
The unit advises taking these measures if you 
are a victim or witness of a hate crime: 

Report the incident. Silence is the 
enemy of tolerance. 

• Report the crime to your district police 
station immediately (911). 

• Call the SFPD Hate Crimes Hotline at 
553-9140. 

• Contact the D.A/s Hate Crimes Unit at 
553-1213. 

• Call CUAV's 24-hour Hotline at 333- 
4357 or the Intergroup Clearinghouse at 
896-1355. 


Seek treatment 

If you are injured, seek treatment to doc¬ 
ument the injury. 

Document the incident 

Write down exactly what was said and 
done by the offender and all details of the 
event while it is fresh in your mind. Be sure 
to also write down a physical description of 
the offender. 

Save evidence 

Retain all evidence of the event. 

Photograph 

Have visible injuries, graffiti, property 
damage, or other evidence photographed. 
The police department will do this for free. 

Get witnesses 

If anyone else witnessed the crime, collect 
their names and phone numbers. We will 
contact them to testify at trial. 

Get support 

The D.A.’s victim advocates can refer you 
to legal assistance, emotional support, and 
other helpful resources. You may also be eli¬ 
gible for victim compensation covering 
medical costs and lost wages. 

Finally, since hate crimes cut across 
boundaries of sexual orientation, race, class, 
and gender, you may want to contact one or 
more of the following San Francisco organi¬ 
zations to assist you:

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leadership, then, is not the failure 
to pass pro-family legislation in 
every instance. It is with the fail¬ 
ure to try. Our frustration is also 
with the failure of a clear majori¬ 
ty to force the president to con¬ 
front these issues over, and over, 
and over again, until his outra¬ 
geous positions are clear to the 
entire country. And it is with the 
deafening lack of articulation of 
the issues and moral principles 
which are talked about only at 
election time. 

No better example exists than 
the complete silence among Re¬ 
publican leaders after the president 
gave the credibility of his office to 
homosexual activists, and then 
called for a revamping of school 
curricula to include homosexual 


propaganda. That was outrageous, 
and yet conservative Christians 
had no contrary voice in govern¬ 
ment. Likewise, the Indian Wells fi¬ 
asco spoke volumes about the lack 
of concern for the moral issues 
among those who supposedly rep¬ 
resent people of faith. 

We are looking to see serious 
efforts to do what is right, backed 
by passionate articulation of the 
principles on which this country 
was founded. This is our response 
to the oft-heard reply, “You don’t 
understand. We don’t have the 
votes.” 

Finally, I would suggest that 
you ask Speaker Gingrich to quit 
insulting the pro-family and pro¬ 
moral community with his words 
and his actions. 

Referring to those who oppose 
murdering infants during delivery 
as a “special interest group” was 
noted and resented by millions. 


Asking Christine Todd Whitman 
to give the response to the Presi¬ 
dent’s State of the Union Address 
in 1995 was a great mistake. Ap¬ 
pointing Reps. Jim Greenwood, 
Jennifer Dunn, and Deborah 
Pryce to senior Republican lead¬ 
ership positions, each being pro¬ 
abortion, signaled Gingrich’s lack 
of commitment to the sanctity of 
life. (Greenwood even voted with 
Bill Clinton on partial birth abor¬ 
tion, and yet he now serves as 
chairman of the Republican’s long 
range planning committee!) The 
confirmation of Dr. Satcher by the 
Senate as Surgeon General, in the 
tradition of Joycelyn Elders, was 
an outrage and a betrayal, which 
we now understand was a trade¬ 
off for the naming of the Reagan 
airport! 

Finally, I would strongly rec¬ 
ommend to all Republican leaders 
that they abandon use of the 


phrases “Big Tent” and “Litmus 
Tests.” These terms are only trot- 
ted-out when the beliefs of conser¬ 
vatives are about to be trampled. 

There is much more I could 
say, but this is the essence of our 
perspective. I summarized them 
in a 1995 letter to the Speaker, re¬ 
ferred to above: I wrote, “In short, 
my concerns — and the concerns 
of millions of evangelical Chris¬ 
tians — are not political in na¬ 
ture. They are profoundly moral 
and ethical, and we are deter¬ 
mined to defend them with our 
very lives, if necessary.” It is even 
more true today. 

This is late February, Tom, in 
the final year of the 105th Con¬ 
gress, and there is very little to 
show for the confidence placed in 
Republicans by the 43 percent of 
its constituency who gave them 
power in 1994. And the clock is 
ticking. ▼

o, I haven’t seen a crocus or 
a rosebud or a robin on the 
•§: wing, but I feel so gay in a 
very springlike way because it’s 
time for “Readers and Writers 5,” 
A Different Light Bookstore’s an¬ 
nual celebration of those who 
write and those who read that 
writing. The conference, April 3- 
5, is a chance to meet favorite au¬ 
thors and hear what they have to 
say on all manner of queer topics. 
Last year’s event was an amazing 
experience. I actually missed a 
panel because a group of us could 
not stop talking about the previ¬ 
ous panel. Talking was as impor¬ 
tant as listening, because if there 
is one thing writers and readers 
love, it’s talking about reading and 
writing. 

I spoke about the history of the 
conference with Richard Labonte, 
general manager of ADL, and 
Tommi Avicolli Mecca, one of the 
conference’s organizers. “Six years 
ago, in an interview for the 
B.A.R! s gay pride issue, I talked 
about how vital, communicative 
and supportive the Bay Area writ¬ 
ers’ community was,” said Labon¬ 
te. “I said to Tommi, wouldn’t it 
be wonderful to bring readers and 
writers together. Our literature is 
so important to us.” 

As at the first conference a year 
later, readers continue to be an im¬ 
portant component. “People don’t 
have to be published to be writ¬ 
ers,” Labonte said. “And in fact, 
some of the readers from that first 
conference are now published.” 

Mecca jumped in: “We always 
wanted to be inclusive of all parts 
of our community, to give every¬ 
one a voice.” Labonte added that 
“it’s important to honor the big 
names on our panels, but we try 
to include a wide spectrum of ex¬ 
perience, so that these writers can 
listen and talk to each other. This 
is not a professional conference, 
but it is a place where readers and

Author Katherine V. Forrest 
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Orpheum re-opens

W hen the Opera House re-opened after being remodeled, it 
was with Tosca, the same opera which had inaugurated the 
House when it was new, in 1932. That sort of continuity 
isn’t possible, however, for the opening of the newly remodeled Or¬ 
pheum Theatre, at Market and Hyde. Its premiere presentation in 
1926 was Revue of Revues, a vaudeville bill featuring a ballet, a 
miniature comic opera, seven other assorted acts, and a movie star¬ 
ring Rin Tin Tin and Charley Chaplin’s brother, Syd. What they call 
a mixed bag. Unable, and no doubt unwilling, to reproduce that 
show, the Shorenstein Hays Nederlander Organization, which owns 
the Orpheum, nods to its past with a show built for its future. 
There’s no better way to mark the $20 million, 14-month restora¬ 
tion and renovation of the Orpheum — entirely paid for by the 
Shorenstein/Nederlander theatrical dynasty — than with the ar¬ 
rival of the 1928 granddad of American musicals, Showboat. Hal 
Prince’s best-of-all-possible productions launches the better-than- 
ever Orpheum Theatre on April 14. 

New possibilities 

Following the strictly limited docking of Showboat will be Miss 
Saigon, helicopter and all — two bookings possible only because 
of the theatre’s face-lift. Although the Orpheum’s auditorium had 
always loomed cavernously, its stage wasn’t cavernous enough to 
house these mega-shows. So the theatre’s renovation was aimed at 
expanding and modernizing the stage area and its equipment. 
That done, it has had the even happier result of making the audi¬ 
torium a more habitable place. This happened in a curious fash¬ 
ion. Since the architects were prohibited from building out onto 
United Nations Plaza, the only direction in which the stage could 
expand was into the audience. So that’s where the designers went, 
removing three rows of seats and moving the entire proscenium 
wall forward 10 feet. The heavily ornamented side walls which 
curve down to meet the stage had their sweep foreshortened, and 
the slope of the balcony was adjusted to the new sight-lines. The 
result is a surprising feeling of intimacy, an enhanced immediacy 
of stage to spectator that’s treasurable. Add the rejuvenated rest¬ 
rooms and bar areas, the restored decor, and refurbished seats and 
rugs, the expanded orchestra pit and dressing rooms, and you re¬ 
alize that in docking at the Orpheum Theatre, Showboat will be 
playing a showplace. V

'My Castle's Rockin' 

From whorehouse 
to White House

lberta Hunter was 82 when 
• jj:, she made her comeback in 
.IP X 1! 1977, and her new fans saw 
a nice little old lady with a gutsy 
voice. After all, most were still 
learning long division when the 
jazz and blues veteran quit per¬ 
forming in the ’50s. But in My 
Castle’s Rockin’, a new one- 
woman musical about Hunter at 
Theatre Rhinoceros, we finally get 
to meet the steely woman who 
lived inside that nice little old 
lady. 

We also meet a Hunter who is 
stingy, stand-offish, and bigoted 
against homosexuals, despite her 
own love affair with a woman. 
But then there is Hunter as a 
take-charge survivalist who lied 
about her age as a girl to get a 
singing gig at a sporting house, 
and lied again so she could enter 
nursing school at age 62. In the 
end, in playwright Larry Parr’s 
interpretation, Hunter remains 
an enigma, despite the revisionist 
spin that finds its way into the 
script. 

But there is no shortage of 
flesh-and-blood vitality at The¬ 
atre Rhinoceros, where Rhodessa 
Jones firmly holds the stage for 
nearly two hours. Her perfor¬ 
mance, more of an impression 
than an impersonation, brings to 
life a series of scenes that span 
decades and even worlds. As 
Hunter notes near the end of the 
evening, she began singing in a 
whorehouse and wound up being 
honored at the White House. 

Awkward moments 

The positive force of Jones’ 
personality helps overcome some 
of the script’s more awkward mo¬ 
ments. At times, Hunter is talking 
directly to the audience, but there

are long stretches when she is in a 
dialogue with her former lover. 
This leads to such repeated clum¬ 
sy constructions as, “And then 
you said to me ... and then I said 
to you ...” It’s almost like watch¬ 
ing a tennis match. 

Jones’ personality also helps 
carry the songs. Her voice is an 
uncertain instrument that works 
better in a jump-and-shout form 
than on songs that require sus¬ 
tained musicality. It is not an in¬ 
significant concern when the 
subject of the show is a singer. 


But with direction by Adele 
Prandini and onstage musical ac¬ 
companiment by Rudi A. Mwon- 
gozi, My Castle’s Rockin’ emerges 
as a stylish change of pace for 
Theatre Rhinoceros. It also casts 
an interesting new light on 
Hunter, who died in 1984, fa¬ 
mous but unknown. ▼

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Actor Alec Mapa 

A butterfly regains his wings

1 J hen another kid first 
called him a fag in 
kindergarten, Alec Mapa 
started working on his defense. 
Laughter, he discovered, had the 
power to disarm. 

“I was a classic sissy,” the San 
Francisco-born performer said by 
phone from Los Angeles. “I was¬ 
n’t athletic. I didn’t excel at any¬ 
thing. So I always insinuated my¬ 
self into the cliques by being 
funny. By the time I got to high 
school, I realized that performing 
was the only thing I was good at 
and had a passion for and would 
put down the joint for.” 

Only a few years after graduat¬ 
ing from George Washington High 
School in San Francisco, this short, 


Broadway star was waiting tables 
at the California Pizza Kitchen in 
Encino to pay the rent, convinced 
that he would never work as an 
actor again. It was a big come¬ 
down for Mapa, who, fresh out of 
college, had landed an understudy 
role in M. Butterfly on Broadway. 
When B.D. Wong left the role as a 
Chinese female impersonator/spy, 
Mapa got the part, staying with 
the play for three years in New 
York and on tour. 

But when Butterfly finally fold¬ 
ed, so did Mapa’s life. “The guy 
who was handling my money to¬ 
tally ripped me off, and I didn’t 
have a cent, but I had a huge tax 
liability,” Mapa said. “Then my 
boyfriend dumped me, and then 
my mother died, all within the 
span of six months. I just kinda 
cracked up.” 


Fresh out of college, Mapa 
landed an understudy role in

nelly, pot-smoking, first-genera¬ 
tion Filipino-American was star¬ 
ring in a Broadway show. Then he 
had a nervous breakdown. 

The rise and fall and rise of the 
33-year-old actor is the stuff of I 
Remember Mapa, his one-man 
show that opens this week at the 
Magic Theater. Indeed, the show 
itself is an ongoing part of that 
second rise, which finds Mapa 
taking control of his career in a 
new way. “It’s really been a gift,” he 
said. “It’s liberated me and given 
me something that’s completely 
proactive. I don’t have to depend 
on anybody to tell me that I’m 
good or validate me. I have this 
gig that I can take anywhere.” 

The play had its official debut 
last year in Los Angeles, a calcu¬ 
lated move to get casting agents to 
see him in a new light. “People in 
this town don’t have any imagina¬ 
tion, and you have to show them 
who you are,” he said. “It has 
opened a lot of doors for me. I’ve 
been so busy with pilot season.” 

Kitchen work 

Not long ago, the former 


Mapa became a recluse for 
nearly a year, with sleep and tele¬ 
vision his main activities. When 
he got evicted because he could¬ 
n’t pay the rent, he figured he’d 
better look for work. There were 
temp jobs and waiter gigs while 
he unsuccessfully tried to return 
to acting. Finally, he was offered 
a part in A Language of Their 
Own, Chay Yew’s play about 
being gay and Asian that was 
staged at the New York Public 
Theater in 1995. The pay wasn’t 
much, but Mapa left his job at 
the pizza restaurant for this 
chance to act again. It turned out 
to be a very good decision in sev¬ 
eral important ways. 

His performance was well re¬ 
ceived by the New York critics, he 
met his current boyfriend because 
of the show, and he got to work 
with Chay Yew, who would be¬ 
come the director of I Remember 
Mapa. 

Truth behind the bits 

“This show started out as a 
stand-up comedy act and it was 
all anecdotes,” Mapa said. “But

once I started working with Chay 
Yew, he would push me to get to 
the truth behind the funny bits, 
and then we would boil it down to 
its essence. He said, ‘You can do 
the stand-up funny giggly thing in 
your sleep and that’s fine, but 
your show will really be strong if 
you talk about what really hap¬ 
pened.’ Basically, he turned a 
stand-up act into a play.” 

In the play, Mapa talks about 
growing up gay, short and Asian 
in San Francisco, his glory years 
with M. Butterfly, and the down¬ 
hill slide that followed. “And I talk 
about being a queer person of 
color in a very mainstream indus¬ 
try,” he said. 

When a friend warned him 
that leaping so publicly out of the 
closet could limit his opportuni¬ 
ties as an actor, he replied, “Yeah, 
I’m gonna miss out on all those 
really good roles they’re writing 
for heterosexual Asian men under 
5-foot-5.” It became a line in the 
play. 

“New York and Hollywood are 
like parties,” Mapa said, “and 
you’re always asking, ‘Am I good 
enough to get invited?’ And this 
show is basically, ‘You know what, 
I’m throwing the party. If you 
want to come, it’s over here.’” ▼

' Newcomer' Kevin Elyot 


Playwright’s 
career takes flight 



My Night With Reg playwright Kevin Elyot

' ay playwright Kevin Elyot 
didn’t know whether to say 
thank you or stick it when 
he won the London Critics’ Circle 
Award in 1994. His comedy My 
Night With Reg had already won 
London’s two big theater prizes, 
the Olivier and the Evening Stan¬ 
dard awards, so the critics’ prize 
should have come as welcome 
icing. But a prize for “Most 
Promising Newcomer” didn’t 
seem quite right for a playwright 
in his 40s who had been writing 
for a dozen years. 

“Yes, that was a bit irritating,” 
Elyot said recently from his home 
in London. “I was on the verge of 
thinking I should be churlish and 
say this really is not quite accu¬ 
rate, but I decided to be gracious.” 

If Elyot, now 46, bristled at 
being called a “newcomer,” he ac¬ 
knowledges that My Night With 
Reg has sent his career to a heady 
new level. After opening at the 
Royal Court’s tiny Upstairs the¬ 
ater in London, the play moved to 
a major theater in the West End 
for an extended run. Since then, 
it’s been seen in Australia, Europe, 
Japan, South America, and New 
York. His newest play, the gay- 
themed The Day I Stood Still, went 
straight to the prestigious Royal 
National Theatre, where it opened 
to favorable notices in January. 

The New Conservatory The¬ 
atre is offering the West Coast 
premiere of My Night With Reg, a 
play that is often described as a 
“tragi-comedy” which looks at the 
tangled relationships of six gay 
men in the late ’80s. AIDS is never 
mentioned, but it is obviously 
what killed the unseen Reg, whose 
sexual exploits turn out to be far 
greater than his friends or even 
his lover realized. 

No labels 

Elyot, who prefers not to be la¬ 
beled a “gay playwright,” also hes¬ 
itates to apply a label to Reg. 


“I wanted to write about be¬ 
trayal and lust and grief among a 
group of friends, lovers and ac¬ 
quaintances,” he said. “The fact 
that it’s an exclusively gay list of 
characters was what I felt would 
best portray this, because I’m gay, 
and because it refers to a certain 
amount to my own experiences. 
It’s silly to say it isn’t a gay play, but 
at the same time I think it goes be¬ 
yond that. My take on this is that if 
you are writing truthfully enough, 
then something will get through.” 

Elyot came late to writing, first 
studying to be an actor at Bristol 
University. He also found Bristol a 
good environment in which to 
come out. In an article in London’s 
Daily Telegraph, reporter and for¬ 
mer Bristol student Sue Summers 
remembered Elyot as “a flamboy¬ 
antly funny figure” (“I don’t think 
I was that,” he muttered) and an 
“already open homosexual” (“Oh 
yes, I was that,” he said). 

After graduating in 1973, he 


worked steadily if unspectacular- 
ly as an actor. His first play was 
produced in 1982, and five years 
ago he finally felt ready to put his 
acting career on hiatus. If Elyot 
can’t be called a newcomer to 
writing, does he consider himself 
a late bloomer? “No,” he said, 
“more of a slow burner.” 

On this day, Elyot was in fact 
moving a little slowly. He had re¬ 
turned from Australia the day be¬ 
fore, and he was suffering from 
serious jet lag. He had been there 
to see the Sydney production of 
Reg, which opened during that 
city’s Mardi Gras. 

“It’s quite a do, I must say. 
They party for days, it seems to 
me,” Elyot said. “I partied for 
about two hours.” V

acutely aware of what goes on in 
the world and [what I’m] con¬ 
cerned about, so I don’t think that 
ever changes, but I think I can put 
it in a better perspective.” 

Bernhard has been studying 
the cabala, an ancient form of 
spiritual Judaism, and this, she 
said, may account for her new 
perspectives. “At the end of. the 
day, it’s all spirituality, and I don’t 
mean just sitting on a mountain 
and meditating. Spirituality is 
something that’s incorporated in 


your everyday life in seemingly 
banal ways, but they’re big issues 
and they run very deep.” 

The 42-year-old performer likes 
to hang out with younger people, 
she said, but she worries about 
their shredded values. “A lot of 
them are really fucked up and lost 
and without discipline and bound¬ 
aries,” she said. “I think there’s a fine 
line between being liberal and just 
allowing your kids to have no foun¬ 
dation. I certainly grew up with a 
strong foundation, and as free as I 
am, I know where the buck stops.” 

No complaints 

Bernhard spent her early years 


in Flint, Michigan, before the fam¬ 
ily moved to Scottsdale, Arizona 
when she was 10. Surprisingly, this 
agent of angst said, “I loved my 
childhood. I loved my parents. 
They did a great job. I don’t have 
any complaints.” 

She skipped college, opting in¬ 
stead for eight months on a kib¬ 
butz in Israel. Then it was off to 
Los Angeles, where she worked as 
a manicurist by day and the com¬ 
edy-club circuit by night. Her big 
break came in 1983, when Martin 
Scorsese cast the tall, skinny 
woman with the big lips as an ob¬ 
sessive fan in The King of Comedy. 

Since then, there have been 
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movie roles, a couple of books, 
several one-woman shows, and 
various television guest spots. On 
Roseanne, she played the lipstick 
lesbian Nancy for five years. 

She may have played a lesbian 
on television, and briefly even 
played at being Madonna’s lover 
in-public if not in bed, but she’s 
not about to declare herself a-les¬ 
bian ... or a heterosexual... or any¬ 
thing else. 

Sexual orientation, Bernhard 
said, “is not something that de¬ 
fines me on a day-to-day basis, so 
I guess that’s why it’s never really 
been something that I need to 
make some big proclamation 
about. I’m comfortable with my 
sexuality, and my sexuality is di¬ 
verse, at least within my own head 
and heart. And who I end up in 
relationships with is nobody’s 
business, whether it’s a woman or 


a man.” 

But hasn’t Bernhard teased and 
provoked the media and the public 
on this very subject? “I don’t know 
about that,” she said. “I’m not real¬ 
ly into manipulating the media. I 
don’t go out of my way to create a 
media stir. And the only thing I 
want to provoke at this point in my 
life is thoughtfulness when people 
come to see my show.” 

Well, her official press biogra¬ 
phy does report that Bernhard is 
at a “happy, fun place” in her life. 
“Yeah,” she grumbled, “I would 
say that is semi-accurate.” ▼

Guerrilla girls 

'Chocolate Babies'

ith homosexuality enter¬ 
ing the mainstream of 
American entertain¬ 
ment, it is now possible to see a 
gay, lesbian, or transgendered 
character portrayed on television 
or film every day. But this rela¬ 
tively new phenomenon often 
overshadows community-based 
efforts which do not have the ben¬ 
efit of big budgets and name 
recognition. Chocolate Babies is 
one of those little films which 
might serve well as a time-capsule 
piece to document the emotions 
and attitudes of gay people of 
color at the height of the AIDS 
epidemic. This debut feature from 
writer/director Stephen Winter 
will make you laugh, think, and 
most of all, remember. 

Filmed in 1995, Chocolate Ba¬ 
bies tells the story of HIV-positive 
homosexuals and transvestites 
who form an urban guerrilla col¬ 
lective in Manhattan to wreak 
havoc on the political establish¬ 
ment. This gang of black, bi-racial, 
and Asian activists stage demon¬ 
strations, start fights, and hatch a 
plot to kidnap a closeted African- 
American City Councilman. Be¬ 
tween their Keystone Cops capers 
in the streets of New York, they 
argue, party, shoot up, and do 
more than their share of drinking. 

The most outrageous member 
of the ensemble is Larva (Dudley 
Findlay, Jr.), a fat, dick-obsessed 


camper whose character is an out¬ 
rageous amalgam of Hattie Mc¬ 
Daniels and Larry Kramer. Lady 
Marmalade (Michael Lynch) runs 
close second in the camp depart¬ 
ment with his cabaret singer- 
cum-junkie-prostitute act. Their 
partners in crime are Sam (Jon 
Lee), an Asian assistant to the 
closeted City Councilman; Sam’s 
lover Max Mo (claude e sloan, jr.); 
and Max Mo’s sister, Jamela 
(Gregg Suzanne Ferguson). 

Civic affair 

This rowdy bunch of urban 
rebels plot to steal the govern¬ 
ment’s secret list of HIV-positive 
citizens, but their plans begin to 
unravel as Sam begins an affair 
with Councilman Melvin Free¬ 
man (Bryan Webster). The bick¬ 
ering and back-stabbing that 
ensue cause the group to lose its 
focus. The AIDS-related deaths 
that also follow lead inevitably to 
the transformation of the individ¬ 
uals and the causes they espouse. 

As a director working with a 
$36,000 budget, Stephen Winter 
has more success than could rea¬ 
sonably be expected. His script 
provides a good share of laughs 
along the way, thanks to the flam¬ 
boyant behavior of the black 
divas, but the story becomes 
maudlin at times. Winter’s char¬ 
acters are those in the gay com¬ 
munity who are socially and eco¬ 
nomically marginalized. The col¬ 
lective voice of this film resonates

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Shoot ’em up 

Michelangelo Antonioni's 
' Blow-Up' at the Red Vic

lthough Michelangelo An- 

: tonioni’s Blow-Up was all 
the rage at the time of its re¬ 
lease in 1966, there were dissent¬ 
ing voices. Pauline Kael, always 
more bluster than insight, carped 
in The New Yorker that the film 
was morally suspect, even inco¬ 
herent. In short, she accused An¬ 
tonioni of having missed the 
point about “swinging ’60s Lon¬ 
don.” Censure on that order 
would make sense if Antonioni’s 
.film were actually about “swing¬ 
ing ’60s London,” but as more as¬ 
tute critics of the day observed, 
Blow-Up isn’t about a milieu, it’s 
about illusion and reality, and the 
all-too-human tendency to con¬ 
fuse one for the other. The confu¬ 
sion persists to this day. In fact, 
the press release for this weekend’s 
screening of Blow- Up at the Red 
Vic refers to the film as “psyche¬ 
delic,” which is amusing, but mis¬ 
leading. 

In Blow-Up, David Hemmings 
plays Thomas, a disaffected fash¬ 
ion photographer who one day 
finds himself so bored by his work 
that he wanders into a park and 
begins ambivalently shooting pic¬ 
tures of pigeons and trees, until 
his camera lens falls upon a man 
and a woman engaged in a heavy 
make-out session. Thinking his 
pictures of the kissing couple 
would make an ironic comple¬ 
ment to an otherwise violent pic¬ 
ture book he’s working on, 
Thomas begins excitedly pho¬ 
tographing the pair while hiding 
behind a tree. Eventually, the 
woman (played by no less than 
Vanessa Redgrave) sees Thomas 
and implores him to stop. 
Thomas ignores her and contin¬ 
ues to snap away. 

Later, in his studio, Thomas 
develops the negatives, his apathy 
for routine turning to intense cu¬ 
riosity when he discovers a mys¬ 
terious blob hovering near some 
distant trees in one of the nega¬ 
tives. After a series of rushed mag¬ 
nifications, Thomas discovers that 
the blob is actually a man holding 
what appears to be a gun. In the 
last negative, Thomas clearly sees 
a corpse crumpled up at the bot¬ 
tom of a tree. Indeed, when he 
ventures to the park to confirm 
his suspicions, he discovers a 
body. At dawn, however, when he 
returns to the park to see by day¬ 
light what he has only glimpsed, 
the body has disappeared. 

Turning to leave the park, he 
discovers two mimes playing a 
game of tennis without ball or 
racket. When one of the mimes 
volleys the ball in Thomas’ direc¬ 


tion, the photographer runs after 
the imaginary object and tosses it 
back. The film ends with Anto¬ 
nioni’s autograph: no resolution 
of the events in the narrative, and 
the virtual disappearance of the 
protagonist. 

Critical eye-rolling 

Antonioni’s Pirandellian coda 
resulted in much critical eye¬ 
rolling at the time, but as deliri¬ 
ously overwrought as it is, the 
scene is a direct commentary on 
the film’s pivotal sequence, the en¬ 
larging of the negatives. The dis¬ 
cerning viewer will notice that 
when Thomas attempts to make 
sense of the blobs in his negatives, 
he reorders the sequence in which 
the images were taken. Though 
his interpretation of the events 
suggested in the pictures— that 
one man has murdered another 
— makes narrative sense, it isn’t 
necessarily the truth. How can 
Thomas be certain that what he 
sees in the man’s hand is a real 
gun? If it is real, how can he know 
for sure it’s the same one used to 
fell the man in the bushes? Why 
didn’t Thomas hear the gun go 
off? And of course, without a 
body, how can Thomas prove as 
true anything appearing in his 
photographs? Like his willingness 
to play a game of tennis without a 
ball, Thomas wills himself to be¬ 
lieve in a narrative that isn’t suffi¬ 
cient to explain reality. The truth 
may be out there, but it’s not nec¬ 
essarily what we see. 

Around the time Blow-Up was 
released, Antonioni gave an inter¬ 
view in which he admitted that 
the chief inspiration for the film 
was a technical fact related to his 
work: the more one enlarges a 
photo, the more obscure the 
image, because the grain of the 
film itself becomes obtrusive. In a 
roundabout fashion, Blow-Up is 
Antonioni’s extrapolation of this 
principle in human terms, his 
flesh-and-blood way of saying 
that most of what we hold as 
truth is really fiction. Everything 
is random and incoherent in the 
universe, save our explanations 
for random phenomena. The per- 
ceiver is everything. 

Naked Verushka 

Philosophical high-jinx like 
these are all well and good, but 
moviegoers at the time seemed 
more interested in supermodel 
Verushka rolling around naked on 
the floor than high-wire philoso¬ 
phizing. As for the latter, it’s al¬ 
most impossible to overlook the 
element of calculation with which 
the filmmaker offers his lessons in 
Blow-Up. The film is deep, but in 
human terms, inexpressive. It’s as

with frustration, anxiety, and 
hopelessness. Despite all the high 
times depicted, the fundamental 
reality of these characters is rather 
bleak; and any urban homosexual 
who has lived through the AIDS 
crisis will find the themes and is¬ 
sues of this film disturbingly fa¬ 
miliar. 

Chocolate Babies, an agitprop 
tragi-comedy, is the first feature 
film Frameline has distributed 
since 1995. And although Stephen 
Winter is not breaking any new 


ground here, his film is redolent 
with imagery that recalls an entire 
era of social upheaval and gay ac¬ 
tivism. Echoing the unforgettable 
satire of Tricia’s Wedding, which 
featured The Cockettes, Chocolate 
Babies could serve as the antidote 
for well-intended, but horribly 
false mainstream AIDS epics like 
An Early Frost and Philadelphia. T

if Antonioni came up with a 
philosophical conceit and then 
built characters around it, instead 
of allowing a perspective to 
emerge naturally from his charac¬ 
ters. 

Nowhere is this forced element 
more obvious than in the direc¬ 
tor’s attempts to locate a moral 
center in the film. In almost every 
scene in Blow-Up, Antonioni re¬ 
turns to the idea that Thomas and 
his glamorous friends are amoral 
decadents drinking and drugging 
their way toward Bethlehem, the 
point being that high living is to 
blame for our inability to discern 


reality from illusion. Profound as 
it is, that notion is lost on Anto¬ 
nioni’s wooden characters, whose 
chic clothes and empty gazes 
make them look more ridiculous 
than ignoble. 

No doubt it was Antonioni’s 
hectic moralizing that led so 
many to mistake Blow-Up for a 
film about the ’60s. But once past 
the cartoonish element, it’s hard 
to misread the true soul of this 
film, which, as with all Antonioni 
films, lies in its formalism, which 
speaks volumes. Thomas’ sad, 
searching gaze, the way characters 
interact but never really commu¬ 


nicate, the film’s strangely dissolv¬ 
ing narrative (and protagonist), 
all communicate an overwhelm¬ 
ing sense of mystery that stuffed- 
shirt cineastes say heralded a sub¬ 
species of postmodernism in cin¬ 
ema, but which the rest of us rec¬ 
ognize as simply the ageless quest 
to know. T

Desperate youth

n spite of its great popularity 
in the last decade or so, the en- 
: semble slacker film has always 
been problematic at best. There’s 
an undeniable pleasure in seeing 
the Father Knows Best model of 
modern life replaced by grittier 
images of cynical youth drinking, 
fighting, and fucking their way 
through lives they believe are 
going nowhere. But too often 
these slackers, especially the 
American variety, tend to be 
brainless narcissists who take their 
cues more from TV trash like Bev¬ 
erly Hills 90210 than from the 
streets. Gael Morel’s Full Speed 


quietly redeems this trend with an 
unsparing portrait of a group of 
French and Arab youth who go to 
desperate lengths to establish 
meaningful bonds with each 
other against a backdrop of 
French racism. 

At the center of the drama is 
Quentin (Pascal Cervo), a social 
activist basking in the success of 
his first novel. He’s presented ini¬ 
tially as a positive character fear¬ 
lessly attacking the reactionary el¬ 
ements of French culture. Early on, 
he disrupts a celebration in his 
honor by hauling one of his 
friends, a young Arab named 
Jamel, onstage and asking him to 
show the audience evidence of a 
racist attack. “Show your scar,” he 


insists. “Let them see the promises 
of the far right!” Rather than thank 
Quentin, Jamel and his crowd are 
disgusted at being trotted out for 
viewing “like an animal.” 

Quentin’s capacity for abuse 
suggested in that scene is fle*shed 
out in his brutal relationship with 
the film’s gay character. Samir (the 
mesmerizing Meziane Bardadi) 
lives in the memory of his dead 
boyfriend, “Rick,” who appears 
through Samir’s bittersweet remi¬ 
niscences and some home movies 
of the two of them cavorting on a 
Tunisian beach. To gather mater¬ 
ial for his next book, Quentin 
dredges Samir’s brain for every 
painful detail of his lost affair, in 
effect destroying the one thing 
that Samir, displaced like his Arab 
friends in a culture that hates him, 
could call his own. Desperate to 
relive the intensity of his relation¬ 
ship with Rick, Samir falls in love 
with Quentin. But in one of the 
film’s most resonant scenes, the 
two are naked in bed and 
Quentin, having taken what he 
wanted from Samir, turns his back 
on him. Unable to ask for sex, 
Samir begs him, “Turn towards 
me. I’ll make do with your heart 
beating next to mine.” Morel 
pushes this scene to its dramatic 
limit by having Samir retreat to 
the bathroom to furiously mas¬ 
turbate, an act Quentin greets 
with revulsion. 

Blood bond 

The film takes a sophisticated 

— I’m tempted to say European 

— view of the characters’ roman¬ 
tic and sexual politics. Quentin’s 
girlfriend Julie (Elodie Bouchez) 
bonds with Samir over their mu¬ 
tual difficulties with Quentin, 
Julie sensing without being told

that Samir is also in love with 
him. When Julie leaves Quentin 
for Jimmy (Stephanie Rideau), 
Samir is welcomed into their 
scene. Intense alliances are forged 
during casual encounters and, in 
one case, through a blood bond 
that hints at a bloody end to the 
fragile scene of this group. Morel’s 
naturalistic direction of the actors 
gives an almost documentary feel 
to some of the scenes. The Arab 
characters — with the exception 
of Samir — are a shadowy pres¬ 
ence in the film, but this is not a 
criticism; Morel convinces us that 
this is the role they play right now 


in French culture. 

Three of Full Speed's major 
players — director Morel, Elodie 
Bouchez, and Stephanie Rideau 
— will be familiar to some view¬ 
ers from Andre Techine’s Wild 
Reeds. It’s been suggested that it’s 
only because of this connection 
that Morel was able to make this 
film, but Full Speed stands on its 
own as a surprisingly mature 
work by a gifted first-time direc¬ 
tor. T

Baritone Bo Skovhus 

Great Dane

hen Danish baritone Bo 
Skovhus got to the last 
two encores of his song 
recital at Herbst Theatre last Sun¬ 
day, he finally moved from “poten¬ 
tial” into “artistry.” It was only with 
Richard Strauss’s “Ach, weh mir 
ungltickhaftem Mann” and the 
wonderful popular classic “Fools 
Rush In” that Skovhus let go and 
really sang, in the process commu¬ 
nicating all of a song’s emotions. 

On paper, the concert looked 
enticing. These days it takes a 
sense of humor to begin a debut 
recital in San Francisco with 
Haydn’s “Pleasing Pain,” a late 
18th-century song with lines like 
“Come, fairy joys and wishes gay, 
and dance in sportive rounds 
away.” Alas, in performance, the 
humor in Haydn’s song, as well as 
the rest of the printed program, 
was only hinted at occasionally, 
generally by Skovhus flashing his 
dimples at the audience, some¬ 
thing he did repeatedly and very 
well. (Riddle: Why was his Eng¬ 
lish so unintelligible in the Haydn 
group, but crystal clear in “Fools 
Rush In”?) 

The first half of the evening — 
six Haydn songs, and Robert 
Schumann’s “Liederkreis” Opus 24 
— showed the baritone had done 
his homework. But no matter how 
much Skovhus furrowed his brow 
to indicate earnestness, or gri¬ 
maced to depict sorrow, the emo¬ 
tion remained on the surface, ap- 
pliqueed rather than truly felt. His 
voice, too, was problematic. .It 
sometimes wandered off pitch 
and, in the upper register, lost its 
color. He was more comfortable 
with extroverted songs which al¬ 
lowed him to sing out fully. At 
softer dynamics, he tended to 
punch individual notes in a 
phrase, destroying the vocal line. 
But whether singing loudly or 
softly, he was unable to shed the 
annoying habit of repeatedly slid-

ing into a phrase’s climactic note 
from the pitch below. Used occa¬ 
sionally, this can be an expressive 
trick. Used too often, as it was on 
Sunday, it is merely sloppy singing. 

The last part of the program 
consisted of four pleasing but un- 
memorable songs by the 19th- 
century Danish composer Peter 
Erasmus Lange-Miiller, and nine 
songs by Richard Strauss. Skovhus 
was so comfortable with the 
music of his fellow Dane that he 
actually removed his right hand 
from its evening-long grip on the 
piano for one entire song. He 
clearly relished performing the 
Strauss numbers, though one sus¬ 
pects the fact they signaled the 
end of the program had a lot to do 
with his delight. Even in this last 
group, the emotion Skovhus com¬ 
municated was not so much the 
deep feelings inherent in individ¬ 
ual Strauss songs, but a general¬ 
ized pleasure in knowing the very 
beautiful middle register of his 
voice was being fully exploited by 
a master composer. Since his ac¬ 
companist, the superb Warren 
Jones, alst) made the most of 
Strauss’s virtuosic writing for the 
piano, it was heady stuff. 

But even during Skovhus’s 
most arch or uncomfortable mo¬ 
ments, one could always delight in 
his potential as a lieder singer — 
and, of course, in those dimples. ▼

Honesty as poetic policy

A Flame for the Touch That Mat¬ 
ters by Michael Lassell; Painted 
Leaf Press, $12 

f one had to use two words to 

describe the poetic landscape 
1 of Michael Lassells new book 
of poems, A Flame for the Touch 
That Matters, they would have to 
be memory and desire, with much 
more of the latter than the former. 
Lassell’s poems of desire include 
not only numerous erotic poems, 
but also those concerning the de¬ 
sire for friendship and connec¬ 
tion. His memory poems hearken 
back to lost friends, lost times, 
and to the years of a rather diffi¬ 
cult childhood and adolescence. 
In all of these, Lassell’s voice is di¬ 
rect, and often sharp, and one has 
to admire the honesty with which 
he faces up to some of his subject 
matter. 

But honesty doesn’t necessari¬ 
ly make good poetry, and many of 
Lassells efforts seem strained. 
Others simply fall flat. Much of 
this has to do with Lassells formal 
techniques. He writes in free 
verse, for the most part, and one 
often gets the sense that he’s talk¬ 
ing to his readers, rather than 
writing poetry. It’s as if he merely 
transcribed some of his internal 
conversations and added some 
poetic-looking line breaks. In 
“Ben and me on Labor Day,” for 
example, he writes: “‘Do you want 
to go out to dinner tonight?’ you 
ask/ expecting the answer to be 
no./ ‘No,’ I say, ‘I’ve already made 
plans with Kenny.’” 

This is poetry? The poem is 
written as a dialog, and given Las- 
sell’s background in theater (he 
holds a degree from the Yale 
School of Drama), it’s under¬ 
standable that he would want to 
employ dramatic techniques. But 
if the banalities discussed in “Ben 
and me on Labor Day” are meant 
to reveal deeper shades of mean¬ 
ing, the poem doesn’t succeed. 
The revelation toward the end of 
the poem that “There is/ no 
money/ period” doesn’t carry the 
pathos that Lassell seems to in¬ 
tend. 

Some of his poems read like 
exercises from a creative writing 
class, or excerpts from a poetry 
notebook. “Important things,” 
for example, is nothing more 
than a list of things Lassell seems 
to believe are worth recognizing 
as valuable. It includes such con¬ 
crete nouns as “ketchup,” “nude 
boys,”“naked men,”“aluminum,” 
and “flavored condoms,” and 
such abstractions as “Good ex¬ 
cuses” and “Erotic pleasure, even 
in this day and age — even if you 
have to pay for it.” There’s a bit 
of word-play in “Important 
things,” as when Lassell moves 
from concept to concept, “Con¬ 
tact./ Contact-lenses./ Contact 
lens insurance.” But the question 
arises: did this really need to get 
published? 

Lassell’s book is divided into 
six sections, and in the second 
section, “Scab, The Teeth and 
Tongues” (for some reason, the 
only section that’s titled), Lassell 
takes on his childhood with the 
help of three personae. Scab, The 
Teeth, and Tongues are presum¬ 
ably himself, his father, and his 
mother. He opens the section 
with “Scab’s lament,” a kind of 
prologue that establishes the 
poet’s personal mythology and 
sets the mood for the poems that 


follow. These are, for the most 
part, characterized by raw, vivid 
images. Almost all of them deal 
with the pain of verbal and phys¬ 
ical abuse. 

Inspired by paintings 

Many of Lassells poems are in¬ 
spired by paintings, and these are 
among his most successful. The 
poems “Mrs. Edward L. Davis and 
Her Son, Livingston Davis” and 
“Man Wearing Laurels” take as 
their subject matter two John 
Singer Sargent portraits. In both 
of these, Lassell begins with the 
world portrayed on Sargent’s can¬ 
vas and launches into a medita¬ 
tion on the state of his soul. 

There’s a lot of “painterliness” 
in Lassell’s poems. In “End of 
summer/M. Duras,” he writes 
about a meeting with the writer 
“on the beach at Trouville” and 
paints the picture in spare, beau¬ 
tiful strokes: “Gray is the color of 
Norman fall,/ of churches, 
bunkers, frigid sea,/ and Mar¬ 
guerite on the resolute beach at

Trouville.” 

In his erotic poems in partic¬ 
ular, Lassell’s language is much 
more up-front and unadorned. 
The titles alone should suffice: “I 
want to fuck a boy,” “I want to 
fuck a boy (2),” and “I want my 
dick sucked.” The poems at¬ 
tached to these titles, as if one 
can’t guess, are raw descriptions 
of sexual desire. If Lassells inten¬ 
tion is to shock us with the ur¬ 
gency and violence of his long¬ 
ing, he doesn’t succeed. Too 
many writers have taken that 
route. If his intention is to release 
the frustration of unfulfilled de¬ 
sire, then he invites the question, 
“Do we really need to know 
about it?” 

Lassell titles another one of his 
poems, “There aren’t enough 
poems about fucking.” He seems 
to do his best to take care of that 
problem. But the fact of the mat¬ 
ter is, there are plenty of poems 
about “doing the deed,” even 
within the realm of gay poetry. A 
Flame for the Touch That Matters

is an uneven collection. While 
Lassell is capable of writing 
thoughtful and beautiful poetry, 
too many of the offerings in this 
collection fall short. ▼

Martini 

madness 

i t’s midnight on a Thursday and you 
need an art fix — and a martini 
wouldn’t be a bad idea either. A 
quick trip to the San Francisco Inter¬ 
national Airport can satisfy both of 
those needs with their new art show, 
Shaken Not Stirred: Cocktail Shakers 
and Design. Best of all, it’s open 24 
hours and it’s free of charge. The show 
is located in the North Terminal, and 
yes, you do have to walk through the 
metal detectors first. 

The show features over 130 sterling 
silver, silver-plate, chrome, aluminum, 
and glass martini shakers, most of 
which were made between the two 
World Wars when martinis were the 
newest rage in home entertainment. 
Indeed, manufacturers such as 
Gorham, International Silver Compa¬ 
ny, and Chase Brass and Copper 
Company made a martini shaker for 
every household, as the exhibit 
demonstrates. On the bowling team? 
Well, there’s a lovely martini shaker 
shaped like a bowling pin, or try the 
portable bar disguised as a bowling 
ball — the perfect thing to go with all 
of those bowling trophies! Or is golf 
more your style? Then there’s always 
the golf clubs shaker. Other bizarre 
shakers include the airplane martini 
shaker (with flask wings) and several 
rooster sets, making a pun on the 
“cock tail.” And while many of the 
martini shakers are kitsch, there are 
also some beautiful examples of art 
deco design from such prestigious de¬ 
signers as Norman Bel Gedes, Russel 
Wright, and Lurelle Guild. Also in¬ 
cluded in the exhibit are related ob¬ 
jects from France and England, in¬ 
cluding furniture, dishes, lamps, and 
trays displaying the geometric, styl¬ 
ized patterns of the era. 

Although there is no official guided 
tour, may we suggest beginning at the 
airport’s South Terminal and working 
your way around to the north one to 
warm up with some of the other Air¬ 
port Commission exhibits. In the 
South terminal, there is an exhibit of 
firemans paraphernalia, which most¬ 
ly consists of hats, badges, buckets, and 
miniature fire trucks all on loan from 
New York City’s Fireman’s Museum. 
About half way to the North Terminal, 
there is an industrial design exhibit, 
Japan 2000 , which features everything 
from handmade Japanese crafts to the 
newest technological innovations 
from this island nation. 

Of course, if just looking isn’t 
enough for you, there are several fine 
establishments at hand for a martini 
sampling. May we suggest the Crab 
Pot Bar and Grill, which we found to 
be strangely busy for a Thursday 
night. There, you can reflect on the ex¬ 
hibit over a fine dry martini and 
watch the hustle and bustle of the air¬ 
port patrons. The airport may not be 
your typical art venue, but then Shak¬ 
en Not Stirred is not your typical art 
show. ▼

Merry olde bigotry 

A recent story in The New York 
Times Magazine on reactionary 
British revisionist historian Paul 
Johnson fell all over itself trying 
to make him out to be this lov¬ 
able, curmudgeonly free thinker, 
but the true, bigoted galumph 
shone through, as when he raged 
about the “Church of Sodomy” 
(that’s the Church of England), or 
when he dismissed a Tory politi¬ 
cian as a “queer” (and he wasn’t 
“reclaiming the word.”) Johnson’s 
also not as brainy as he makes out: 
in the first edition of his new 
book The History of the American 
People, he wrote that Thomas 
Edison invented the telephone, 
and that California was governed 
by “Pete” Brown. In journalist 
Jacob Weisberg’s rose-colored 
view, “Johnson is less a snob, 
looking down his nose at his so¬ 
cial inferiors, than a ‘nob,’ eager to 
insinuate himself with his social 
betters.” We think Weisberg still 
has it wrong: Johnson’s a snob, a 
nob, and a knob. 

Remember: right-wingism is a 
social disease. 

From bad to verse 

A few weeks ago we asked the 
musical question, “Why can’t 
writers all get along?” and got the 
ball rolling with examples of some 
juicy sniping back and forth

among Salman Rushdie, John 
le Carre, and (smelling a good 
brawl and diving in) Christopher 
Hitchens. 

Let’s face it, sometimes writers 
are just awful to other writers. 
Fortunately, there are some good 
exceptions to this rule, right here 
in the Gay Area. Two of the most 
charming blokes in SF literary 
history, Lewis Ellingham and 
Kevin Killian, are on the brink 
of publishing their collaborative 
biography of legendary San Fran¬ 
cisco poet Jack Spicer, Poet Be 
Like God, after years of research 
and writing. Wesleyan University 
Press will bring out the book in 
the spring, but we were lucky 
enough to get our hot little hands 
on an advance proof and chuck¬ 
led along at examples of “literary 
behavior” in the insular poet cir¬ 


cles of the 50s and 60s. Here’s a 
rhyming couplet by e.e. Cum¬ 
mings Spicer was fond of quot¬ 
ing, regarding two of poetry’s 
great gray eminences: 

“Auden 8c Spender, poetical 
poyds 

Even whose recti are covered 
by Lloyds” 

Spicer and Robert Duncan, 

two of the major poets of the era, 
began as close friends and ended 
as bitter enemies. There’s a won¬ 
derful reminiscence by Harris 
Schiff , arriving on the scene as a 
19-year-old poet with stars in his 
eyes: “My idea of the universe was 
that everybody loved everybody, 
and especially in the world of po¬ 
etry. The idea that there were 
people who would spit on the 
ground if the other party walked 
by — 9 Schiff was in for a rude 
awakening, as these poets seemed 
at times to spend more energy 
nursing grudges than courting 
the Muse. 

We have more to say about 
Ellingham’s and Killian’s wonder¬ 
ful Spicer book, but we guess we’ll 
wait until its publication date in 
May to say it. Meanwhile, now is 
a good time to work on improv¬ 
ing interwriter personal relations, 
what with all the schmoozing that 
will go on at the imminent ADL 
conference. We can start by giving 
a few other good independent 
bookstores some credit as well for 
holding the mega-chains at bay: 
stores like Books, Inc., Green 
Apple, and City Lights. 

Now, will you excuse us? For 
some reason we’re m the mood 
for a nice big salad — with French 
dressing. ▼

Out on video 

A good spanking

The Toilers and the Wayfarers, 
written and directed by Keith 
Froehlich; released by Award 
Films International, $59.95. 

ne scene in this film caused 
a sensation when shown in 
gay film festivals, because of 
the sight of the white butt of the 
dreamy male lead, teenager Matt 
Klemp, being spanked by his 
Nazi-like father. Although it is a 
rather predictable and dreary ex¬ 
ercise in coming of age and com¬ 
ing out in small town America, 
Toilers and Wayfarers does provide

a unique spin on a cliche, in that 
many of its characters are bilin¬ 
gual in this story of Germans 
(from Ulm, Deutschland) and 
German-Americans (in New 
Ulm, Minnesota). Filmmaker 
Keith Froehlich also displays a 
deft hand at cinematography, but 
many of his actors dampen the ef¬ 
fects of his professionalism by act¬ 
ing at the level of a high school 
drama class. 

Crash, written and directed by 
David Cronenberg, based upon a 
book by J. G. Ballard; released by 
New Line Cinema. 

Two same-sex encounters 
occur in Crash, an otherwise het¬ 
erosexual adventure in eroticism, 
violence, and twisted metal. One 
scene in a car between James 
Spader and Elias Koteas is quite 
steamy, while a similar liaison be¬ 
tween Holly Hunter and Deborah 
Kara-Unter seems to have landed 
mostly on the cutting room floor. 
Unfortunately, neither of these 
scenes justifies the price of admis¬ 
sion to this one-note story about 
several emotionally damaged peo¬ 
ple who crave physical damage as 
well. If there was a deeper message 
in Crash, or the J. G. Ballard book 
upon which it was based, it was 
lost in the grim sensationalism of 
the screenplay. For moviegoers 
who prefer a little narrative with 
their pieces: keep away from 
Crash.

; 5 ere’s a frightening thought: 
given the existence of an 

* infinite quantity of num¬ 
bers, it is theoretically possible for 
Kate Calloway, whose Cassidy 
James books are titled with se¬ 
quential numbers, to perpetrate 
an infinite number of these 
wretched excuses for fiction. In 
her latest, 4th Down , Calloway 
solves one of the problems of the 
earlier novels, that far too many 
grisly events occur in one very 
small town, but the move to 
wider venues does not resolve the 
central difficulty with this series, 
and that is the singular ineptitude 
of the detective. 

Cassidy is preparing to cele¬ 
brate her first anniversary with 
her lover, Maggie, when the enig¬ 
matic Allison Crane arrives, seri¬ 
ously troubled. Cassidy must help 
her, and right away, because, she 
states portentously, “Time is 
somewhat of the essence.” It turns 
out that time is rather more than 
somewhat important, because 
three attempts have been made on 
Allison Crane’s life, each accom¬ 
panied by a note: first down; sec¬ 
ond down; ...well, you get it. Will 
the fourth down be the last? Con¬ 
vinced that the killer will attend 
an upcoming lesbian retreat, Alli¬ 
son suggests that Cassidy join her 
at the retreat and pose as her girl¬ 
friend. That way, they can spend 
lots of time together, and Cassidy 
can protect her client. 

OK, let’s think, shall we? Alli¬ 
son is wealthy, so rich in fact that 
the distribution of her estate 
makes for one whale of a motive. 



Why then would she seek out a 
small town dick with little experi¬ 
ence, and a tendency to screw up 
so significantly that she has to be 
rescued? None of our business, 
because choose her she does, and 
then the two are off to the dyke re¬ 
treat, where every character is un- 
requitedly in love with someone 
who is also unrequitedly in love 
with someone else. More murder¬ 
ous attempts occur. Cassidy 
searches the cabins of her main 
suspects, but has no idea why or 
what she might hope to find. Cas¬ 
sidy reveals herself in order to be a 
target of the killer, who is as un¬ 
skilled at her job as Cassidy is at 
hers. How festive. 

If the beginning and middle 
of this piece are bad, and they 
are, the ending is absolutely infu¬ 
riating. It seems that Calloway 
read a Boy Scout handbook, so 
neatly and unbelievably does she 
tie up every single loose end. 
Alas, the ending for which I 
prayed devoutly, that Cassidy 
James would be killed in the line 
of duty and thus end this 
wretched series, did not occur. 
For your own peace of mind, I 
suggest you call a penalty on this 
play, and pass 4th Down. ▼

The Misconceiver by Lucy Ferriss; 
Simon & Schuster, $23 

i ' he Misconceiver is a horrify¬ 
ing look at the not-so-dis- 
tant future, when Roe vs. 
Wade has been overturned, when 
the brief moment of women’s 
rights is over, when there is no 
greater good than making babies, 
and when the women who claim 
the right to control their own 
bodies are regarded as enemies of 
the state. Lucy Ferriss offers a 
powerfully political novel that en¬ 
tertains as it terrifies, one that will 
have you thinking long after you 
have finished this book. 

Phoebe’s mother was an abor¬ 
tionist, killed in a clinic bomb¬ 
ing, one of the last before abor¬ 
tion became illegal in the United 
States. Phoebe and her sister, 
Marie, are misconceivers, women 
w#o perform the opposite of 
conception, misconception, for 
women who cannot face the pos¬ 
sibility of pregnancy. Marie dies 
in prison, awaiting trial for mis¬ 


conceiving, poisoned by E. coli in 
the beef, a situation so common 
in the brave new world that 
“most people don’t eat meat any¬ 
more, but they serve it in the 
prisons.” 

The last in a line of miscon¬ 
ceivers, Phoebe must face her own 
feelings about the work that she 
performs. She never questions its 
necessity, but wonders if it must 
be done by her. 

Third-class status 

Ferriss does a fine job of re¬ 
vealing the facts of the post-Roe 
world, in which women are rele¬ 
gated to third-class status at best. 
She traces the race for the bottom, 
as the Supreme Court gives the 
states the right to regulate preg¬ 
nancy, and states quickly choose 
not to fund abortions. “You could 
forget the argument about when 
life begins and turn it into a ques¬ 
tion of why should society pay for 
some trashy girl’s negligence. You 
could allow for choice without 
being obligated to pay for the con¬ 
sequences.” 

Racism, however, does allow 
for readily available contraception 


for women of color, even as white 
women are forbidden access. That 
same racism also means that place 
names have been anglicized, and 
the references to Angel City, Saint 
Monica, and Brokenland (former¬ 
ly Los Angeles, Santa Monica and 
Brooklyn) serve as a jarring re¬ 
minder. 

The war against choice was, 
and is, really a war against the 
equality of women. Ferriss in¬ 
cludes lots of little moments in 
which that becomes painfully ob¬ 
vious, as when Phoebe, now in 
jail herself, meets her court-ap¬ 
pointed lawyer for the first time: 
“Her face is powdery, the result 
of trying to look more distin¬ 
guished and younger than she is. 
Without having to ask, I can 
guess her story — laid off from 
the big corporate firm that hired 
her maybe thirty-five years ago, 
when it was still fashionable to 
hire brilliant young women.” The 
Misconceiver is an entertaining 
thriller that serves to remind us 
that without bodily integrity, 
there is no freedom, and that 
without freedom, there is little 
point to life at all. ▼
